THEY SWINDLE RURAL PEOPLE WHO WANT 

TO BUY COUNTERFEITS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago une. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct, 18.— The Secret 

Service Division of the Treasury Department 
is in receipt of an unusual number of letters 
from various parts of the country reporting 
the operations of “boodie” swindlers and 
indi¢ating a great activity among that class 
of sharpers, Chief Brooks says that this 
game is played on foolish people ta an ex- 
tent which would scarcely be believed were 
it not that an approximate idea of the 
amounts procured in this manner is judged 
from the reports of those who have been 
swindied, and who call upon the Govern- 
ment to arrest the sharpers. Itis estimated 
that nearly $1,000,000 a year change hands in 
this operation, half ef which is credited to 
New York City. 

THE SUPPLY OF VICTIMS 
never fails, so deftly do these operators play 
upon the cupidity of those who are anxious 
to get rich by questionable means. Circulars 
in imitation of letters are sent by thousands 
all over the country inviting their corre- 
spondents to visit certain cities, naming the 
hotel at which they should stop, and offering 
them great inducements to purchase. Those 
who go after such bargains never obtain 
counterfeit money, and seldom return home 
without leaving ali thelr good money 
in the hands of these 
dangerous men. Another practice is to 
coax on their victims by sending 4 genuine 
$l or $2 note, or parts of the same, and rep- 
resenting them to be specimens of the coun- 
terfeit notes they have for sale. Those who 
have counterfeit money for sale do not write 
letters requesting strangers to buy it. Even

SANITARY SCIENCE. 


Papers Read and Discussions Had 
Before the American Public 
Health Association. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 18.—The Ameri- 
can Public Health Association met again this 
morning, with President Kedzie in the chair. 

The Executive Committee recommended 
the appointinent of a Standing Committee on 
the National Museum of Hyztene to répre- 
sent the interests of the association, and be the 
medium of communication between the Sur- 
geon-General of the army and members of 
the association, and to be specially charged 
with the dissemination of information re- 
specting the museum, and the collection and 
transmission of contributious desired to be 
deposited in the museum, The report was 
adopted. 

A paper by Dr. Joseph R. Smith, Medical 
Director of the Department of Texas, was 
read by Dr. J. II. Rauch, Secretary of the 
Illinois State Board of Health. It gave 
the results of the observations in regard 
to the relative size of the liver and spleen, 
and the normal temperature in Texas cattle. 

In a discussion of the paper Drs. Ryan, of 
Texas, and Hunt, of New Jersey, expressed 
the opinion that the Texas cattle-fever was a 
disease that developed when the animals 
were removed from their native State to 
other climates, and said that tne study of the 
conditions of its development was most im- 
portant in the interest of science and as a 
means of ascertaining the means of prevent- 
ing that and other similar diseases. 

Dr. Elisha Harris, of New York, especially 
urged that the fullest investigation of the 
pathology and etiology of such diseases be 

romptiy made, and his name, with that of 

Jr. J. R. Smith. were added to the Standing 
Committee on Cattle Disease. 

Dr. E. E. Holman, of Chicago, read a 
paper on stock transportation, in which he 
gave startling instances of the cruelty prac- 
ticed upon cattie and hogs during their long 
journey from the West to the Eastern mar- 
kets. He said there was a habit of salting 
cattle before they started and then leaving 
them 100 hours without water, the owners 
believing the absence of water in the ani- 
mals would compensate for the disadvan- 
tages resulting from the horrible cruelty 
practiced, 1 

Dr. T. P. Wilson, of Ann Arbor, read a 
paper on“ Life on Wheels,” estimating that 
there were constantly a million and a halt of 
people traveling on railroads, besides those 
employed on the lines. He was convinced 
that more attention should be givén to the 
hygienic needs of railway travelers, and 
thought most of the managers would be 
thanked for suggestions from . associa- 
tion. The absence of fresh air, of fadéilities 
for equal temperature, and of pure water, he 
cited as points demanding immediate atten- 
tion. 

The next paper was by the Hon. Erasttis 
Brooks, of New York, and read by Dr. 
Elisha Harris. It described the Board of 
lieaith system of New York State. 

At the evening s®ssion Prof. James L. 
Cabell, President of the National Board of 
Health, delivered an address on the work of 
the organization. He discussed at length the 
question of quarantine, and explained the 
s¥tem of maritime surveillauce adopted by 
the International Sanitary Conference held 
at Washington in March, 1881. He expressed 
great regret that no steps had yet been taken 
by the United States Government to ratify 
the conclusious of that conference, although 
the suggestion of the delegates representing 
this country had been largely accepted in 
the rules adopted. He showed tnat river 
sanitary service had been most sueeessfal, the 
freight and passenger traffic of the railways 
doing business along the line of the Missis- 
sipol in 1879 having been much better than 
in 1878. While in both years there was yel- 
low-fever at way points, in 1879 the reguia- 
tions were such as to restore confidence and 
prevent business being interfered with. 
Another point referred to was the plan in- 
troduced for the vaccination of all unvac- 
cinated immigrants arriving. from ports 
where small-pox existed, and he said that 
the effect had been to brine small-pox thor- 
oughiy under control. In conclusion, he 
spoke at length of the failure of the work ot 
tne National Board on account of the refusal 
of adequate appropriation by Congress, ana 
the restriction of the scope of their opera- 
tions to the diseases of cholera, yellow-fever, 
and small-pox. 

Discussion followed, in the course “of 
which the strongest expressions of con- 
demnation of the action of Congress were 
made use ot by almost every speaker, and it 
was declared that present system of 
quarantine in the South against yellow-fever, 
which had taken the place of the National 
Board system, was nothing better than a 
shotgun quarantine, disgraceful to the pres 
ent age, and belonging only to the age of 
barbarism. The representatives of the 
Southern States were especiaily vigorous in 
their demand that the National Board of 
Ilealth should be continued in control of the 
river quarantines, which had worked most 
efficiently. 

The follow resolutions as to the Na- 
tional Board of Health were adopted: 

That there is a work to be done by such board 
which cannot be done by any local or State 
board, and which is not and eannot be ade- 
quately represented or fuitilled by any other 
branch of tne National service. as iidstrated in 
its inspections and inquiries into special condi- 
tions so seriousiv as to be National ra r than 
local in ite dealings with yellow-fever Small- 
pox, in its plans for Consular health bills from 
foreign ports and refugee stations for a wide 
coast-range, in its internal care over river and 
railroad transportations, in its investigations 
intO malaria and other widespread causes of 
roalaria, and its valuable scientific and practical 
inquiries into the causes and courses of epidem- 
ics, and in its widespread distribution of infor- 
mation most intimately affecting the vital con- 
ditions of our whole population: that the ad- 
Visury couneil of this association, representing 
us it does, sanitarians of the various States of 
tae Union, be directed to use all laudable er- 
forts to place before the President of the United 
States and the Congress at Wasbiurton, aud be- 
fore mem bers of Congress at their several States, 
the very creat importance to the welfare of this 
country of such action by the United States 
Govcrument as shall iaerease to the fullest ex- 
tent tbe means and powers of useftilness of the 
National Board ot Health: that confining the 
work of the board to cholera. yellow. fever, and 
small-pox is believed to be in the hiyhest degree 
injurious. It should have the full powers for in- 
vestigauon of all preventable diseases conferred 
upon it by its constitution, and be graated the 
funds necessary for this purpose. and this should 
be done irrespective of the action which may be 
tuken with regard to quarantine.

FASHIONS. 


The Very Latest Modes in the 
American Metropolis. 


Description of a Dozen Costumes of 
| Especial Elegance.

New York, Oct. 12.—Having occasion to 
visit a number ot fashion emporiums of this 
city, lsaw so many beautiful and elegant 
costumes that I give your readers the benefit 
of my observations. 

COSTUME No. 1. 

At a Broadway establishment I saw a very 
costly costume of white velvet, beautitied 
with hand-painted wild roses. The tablier 
was still further adorned with wide 
volants of real duchess lace, and 
encircling the skirt was a box- 
plaiting of white velvet, each plait 
having arose painted thereon. The sleeves 
were slashed, and the openings filled in with 
lace. The broad velvet cuffs were hand- 
painted. The décolleté corsage was trimmed 
with the finest duchess, and the train edged 
with vandykes and tabs of velvet, which 
were also hand-painted. It would require 
nearly a whole year’s salary of an ordinary 
individual to purchase this magnificent 
dress, which was surrounded by throngs of 
sight-seers. 

COSTUME No. 2, 

In striking contrast was a golden plush 
combined with corded silk—the princess 
back of plush, and the underdress of silk. A 
gold lace was used for trimming, and a loose 
fold of gold satin draped the skirt. The long 
sleeves were finished with gold satin cuffs. 
Stockings matching in shaae, and shoes of 
some kind of rep material of similar color, 
were on exhibition. The price of the shoes 


was $26, and the stockings cost much more. 
COSTUME No. 3. 

A black satin was an exceedingly showy 
costume. It was princess style, with long 
raised train, trimmed with coquilles and 
puftings of yellow satin, headed by heavy 
yellow .ords. The broad sash was of the 
two colors, with fringed ends. Down the 
sides were broad plaits of yellow and black 
satin. Plaitings ot black satin faced with 
the contrasting color, extended half way 
up the front of the dress. A shirred 
plastron of yellow satin added to this 
“showy” costume, Black stockings em- 
brvidered in golden birds, and encircled by 
wide golden bands, will be appropriately 
worn with this costume. 

COSTUME NO. & « 

A dress that was coveted by many was a 
cream-white satin brocade, embellished with 
point d’Alencon lace. Fine knife-plaitings 
of white satin passed down the front. Add- 
ing greatly to its richness were panels of 
white satin embroidered in aris and deli- 
cate tracings of flowers. Fine plisses of 
plain satin finished tne close-fitting sleeves. 

COSTUME No, 5. 4 

A most exquisit dress was a rose-colored 
satin, made with a long comet train gar- 
nished with point Appifné lace. Ewbroid- 
ered bias folds of satin greatly enhanced its 
beauty. A wide fichu of point Appliqué will 
be worn with this dress. The fichu will be 
fastened with a lunular-shaped diamond 
ornament of rare value. 

COSTUME No. 6. 

Now I will show you a magnificent robe 
made for a lady in Quiney, UL” ‘The ma- 
terial was royal purple velvet, made with an 
immense court-train, underlined with quilt- 
ed white satin with a gold border. The 
tablier was of quilted royal purple satin; tha 
sleeves of velvet and satin combined. The 
Gruss was made high in the neck, with a 
Medicis collar. 

COSTUME No. 7. 

One of the dresses of a very peculiar com- 
bination was a silver-drab satin polonaise 
over a peach-blane corded silk. The folds of 
satin of the two shades were held in posi- 
tion by bunches of biush roses and satin ro- 
sets. The ceinture was of silver-drab satin. 

Three very costly costumes were on exhi- 
bition, which will be worn at a private party 
to be given here svon. 

COSTUME NO. 8. 

The first dress is a white brocaded moire 
made with a Watteau back of white satin. 
The tablier of white satin is embroidered in 
golden floral designs. A wide flounce of 
round point lace ornaments the skirt. The 
demi-length sleeves of white satin are fin- 
ished with point. The opening of the heart- 
shaped corsage is filled in with cream col- 
ored illusion. 

COSTUME No. 9. 

The second dress is of a vividly contrast- 
ing color—of scarlet satin, with a long square 
train. A shirred tablier, with overdress of 
black Chantilly lace, completes this costume. 

COSTUME No. 10, 

The third dress will be the most beantiful 
of the three. It is composed of a coimbina- 
tion of silver-blue satin and cream-colored 
satin. The Watteau back is of blue satin, 
edged with swansdown, and underlined with 
satin. ‘The bodice and skirt are of cream 
satin—the latter enriched with alternate 
plaitings of the two materials, which produce 
a wonderfully beautiful effect. Up either 
side of the dress are graduated rows of 
Vriental lace. A puifed plastron of blue 
satin and sleeves of the most expensive 
laces greatly add to the effect. 

COSTUME No. 11. : 

An exceptionally handsome dress was blue 
velvet, flounced to the waist with point ap- 
pliqué lace—the three lower flounces being a 
tourth of a yard wide. Three flounces still 
wider were placed upon the train.

CAILLAVAH’S WAND. 


A Remarkable Search in the Vaults of 
the Abbey Church of St. Denis. 
Philadelphia Times. 

Pants, Sept. 30-—While the adherents of 
Henri V. have been occupied in banqueting 
and listening to masses, a strange scene has 
been taking place in the vaults of the Abbey 
Church of St. Denis, where the bones of bis 
ancestors sleep their last sleep. Popular 
tradition has declared that at the breaking 
out of the Revolution the monks of St. Denis 
secreted a vast amount of treasure—the 
abbey being one of the richest in Europe—in 
the vaults of the ancient church, where then 
lay buried all the Kings and Queens of 
France, from Dagobert, famous for wearing 
his breeches wrong side out, to Louis XV., 
celebrated for his numerous mistresses. The 
Parisian mob sacked the abbey, turned the 
bones of the poor old Kings and Queens out 
into the common ditch in order to melt their 
leaden coffins up into bullets, and the treas- 
ures were confiscated and sent to the melting- 
pots at the mint. Still there are many who 
are convinced the monks had time to 
conceal the greater part of their treasures 
before the confiscating agents made their ap- 
pearance, and it is this treasure that the Min- 
ister of Fine Arts has been trying to find,and 
to find with the aid of what is commonly 
called a divining-rod. The story is a curious 
one in these days of enlightenment, skepti- 
cism, and free thinking. A Mme. Caillavah, 
having come into the possession of a divin- 
ing-rod which had been bequeatged to her 
by its inventor or discoverer, a Young man 
whom she had befriended, and who in spite 
of his invention had died, has for some five 

‘ears past been petitioning the various Min- 
laters who have succeeded each other in me 
French Cabinet to permit her to seareh for 
the untold treasures supposed to be buried in 
the vaults of the Abbey of St. Denis. Thanks 
to the support of Mr. Royer, late Keeper 
of the Seals. and of Mr. Jules Ferry, late 
Minister of Public Instruction, the Minister 
of Fine Arts directed the architect of St. 
Denis to investigate the matter, 

The tests te which the architect subjected 
Mme. Caillavah and her divining-rod having 
proved satisfactory, a contract was entered 
into between her and the agents of the pubiic 
domain, by which Madame was to be allowed 
to make certain excavations in the vaults of 
the church, under the direction ot ber divin- 
ing-rod and the superintendence of the archi- 
tect. If any treasures were found she was 
to be entitled to one-third of their value up 
to the sum of 500,000 francs. The expense 
attending these explorations were to be born 
by Caillavah, who succeeded in finding 
friends to advance ber the 2,000 francs need- 
ed for the purpose. Last week, armed with 
her divining-rod, and accompanied by the 
architect, an agent of the public domain. and 
several workmen, she began her work. Ou

Then the rod, suddenly changing its diree- 
tion, pointing straight toward the crypt 
where lie, in coffins on iron biers, the ies 
of Louis XVI., Marie Antoinette, Louis 
XVIII., the Duke de Berry, and other mem- 
bers of the royal family who have died since 
the Revolution. At this point the architect 
refused to allow the work to proceed any 
further, declaring that it might eudanger the 
safety of the building. Everything was re- 
stored to its original condition, and now 
Mme. Caillavab is trying to get the aathori- 
ties to permit her.to resume her work. Since 
this matter has become public Mme. Cailla- 
vah has had numerous visitors who wish to 
purchase her magic wand or the secret of its 
manufacture. One speculater offers her an 
annuity of 25,000 franes. All these offers 
she has so far refused, although she pro- 
fesses to be willing to dispose of her secret 
provided she is offered its value, which, as 
the wand is, she declares, equally efficacious 
for the discovery of gold and silver mines as 
for the discovery. of buried treasures, she 
estimates at a high figure. 


HOUSEHOLD ADORNMENT. 


Curtains and Portieres—Artistic Fur 
„ture. 
a New York Tribune. 

Some of the Turcoman silk and wool tapes- 
tries for curtains and portieres show dark 
grave colors in set designs, copied from 
medieval missals and examples found in 
Oriental lands. A specimen has a dark wine- 
colored centre, and a very deep dado elab- 
orate with small figures of tigured circles 
and medallions of India-blue, dusky grays, 
and reds, Side borders are set in segments 
of fureign leaves. A lighter wine shade has 
a wide dado in which there is a mingling of 
set figures, redundant scrolls, and foliage. 
This style has ah edging of narrow fringe. 
The same design is seen in sage-green; the 
dado is of Turkey pattern and colors. There 
are beautiful tablecloths to correspond. 

For portieres cross stripes are wore fash- 
jonable in raw silk. This superb texture is 
interwoven with gold thread and Turkish 
designs in colors of dark blue, tawny brown, 
dull red, and drab. A pale gray-blue of the 
same fabric has eross stripes of silver inter- 
woven, medallions, wide olive stripes, with 
cross figures of wine and shaded grays. 
Another style is in imitation of tiles, the 
cross stripes barred here and there with 
black and gray, dull biue and pink glittering 
with silver threads. Some of the dados of 
these niagnilicent spun-silk fabrics of rich 
Oriental colors are in such elaborate designs 
as might be copied from the ornamental por- 
tions of Gothic architecture. Other styles of 
the rich cross-striped silk tapestries in- 
terwoven with gold thread are in close 
imitation of ancient tapestries, in pale 
Gobelin tints, in figures of vases, 
urns, crescents, tulips, tufted-headed trees, 
curled and serrated leaves. Some superb 
draperies are in embossed plush and silk ve- 
lour, with figures of stamped velvet and mo- 
hair plushes in olive, old gold, and blue. A 
velour-olive velvet is covered with ara- 
besques of red. A gold satin ground is em- 
bossed with olive velvet. Rien and heavy 
borders of embossed plush of dark grounds 
have massive vines and flowers embroidered 
in shaded dusky colors of silk; kaotted gold 
thread forming the petals and stamens of the 
lotos lily and its graceful pyramidal foliage. 
These are used also for dados. Other 
grounds of similar designs are in olive, pea- 
cock-blue, and Hack. Stripes are repeated 
separated by #@ geometrical pattern. Soft 
silky tapestries are seen in Persian and Ara- 
bian styles of grave colors, the shaces inter- 
8 as seen in camel’s-hair shawls. 
Other designs on a stamped plush of rich 
Vandyke-red copy traceries taken from the 
cinque-eento period, and acanthus-leaves, 

‘lo prove the saying that there is nothing 
new but whatis old, the present fashion of 
gold and silver threads of wire interwoven in 
these elegant fabrics may be compared to the 
sacredotal garments prepared for Aaron. 
The makers of the ephod “ did beat the gold 
into thin plates and cutit in wires to work it 
in the blue, and in the purple, and in the 
Scarlet, and in the fine linen with.cunning 
work.” 

Exquisit curtain draperies of Madras silk 
have a plain centre and borders of satin, with 
gay floral designs. The cross stripes of the 
dado are of gold color, India pink and large 
arabesques. The most artistic and newest 
style, as a reliet from the white and buff, is the 
Madras linen Caboul curtains of transparent 
black. These are covered with large gray 
and white shaded ferns, in graceful clusters; 
at intervals a space shows ripples of water 
and large pond-lilies. This is continued 
through the pattern. The outer border is of 
lilies, and in the dado artistically-arranged 
ferns and liljes. ‘The price of this exquisit 
stuff is $10 a window. Another style of 
Madras linen is quite as fine as crape, bro- 
caded with buds and flowers of pale buff, 
cherry, blue, gold, and purple, and gray 
stems. On another background are cross- 
stripes of sunflowers, shaded Gothic arches 
with slender shafts, pale pink, mustard, and 
olive flowers. 

Hand-embroidered Brussels lace draperies, 
delicate as a cobwed, are strewn with lilies, 
vines of convolyulus, bees, and butiertiies, 
shaded as if is artist's brush. Another 


style of exquis ussels lace has a heavily 
wrought border wheat-ears, poppies, and 
roses; trailing vines cover the ground. Fine 
Swiss curtains in tambour work on lace also 
have borders in heavy columnps wreatned 
with honeysuckle; roses and lilies cover the 
ground. Double-faced Canton flannel is 
very fashionable; the latest style has cross 
stripes in Roman colors on dark ground. 
New shades for the vestibule are seen in 
white and ecru linen embroidered in old 
Kensington designs and colors. 

The ingenuity of the most skilful artificers 
is taxed to the utmost by those who are able 
to gratify their tastes in the way of house 
decoration. A set of household furniture is 
being made to order of extreme beauty and 
richness of detail. A bedroom set is of ma- 
pie carved by hand, most carefully finished: 
the design, a graceful laurel garland, pods 
and berries. The bedstead has a canopy of 
carved maple, hung with draperies of pale 
rose-colored cretonne, covered with roses 
and vines. The head-board is covered with 
intricate hand-carving carrying out the same 
design. Above this a large panel reaches the 
canopy covered with cretonne laid in box 
pleats. The draperies are lined with rose- 
colored Silesia and bordered with heavy ball 
woo! fringe embodying all the colors. 

The chairs differ in shape. One of these, 
in the style of the Renaissance, has a superb 
carved frame inclosing a tufting of the ere- 
tonne. Other chairs are luxuriously up- 
holstered. No wood is visible. The large 
double ottomans are finished with massive 
tassels. A huge chair after a style of 200 
years ago has an additional tufted cushion 
for the back that may be lifted up, side wings 
for the head, and immense stuffed arms. A 
maple desk and cabinet for bric-a-brac and 
beveled Psyche are delicately carved. A 
very elaborate mavie dressing-case has a 
back seven feet high and a circular mirror, 
ali carved to correspond. The brass handies 
are connected by chains. The cocobla woud, 
that imitates the amaranth, is used for some 
of the drawing-room furniture. IWo mas- 
sive cabinets, elaborately carved by hand, 
are of the style of the Renaissance; 
a cabinet of real teak wood is carved in 
open work over the entire surface and sides. 
The back is left open for the insertion of 
satin or plush. A teak-wood table is inlaid. 
A superb chair and sofa of the age of Louis 
XIV. are of enormous width, in frames of 
English oak. The arms are finished with 
carved lion’s heads, and the fabric of pea- 
cock-biue silk plush has an embossed border 
set diagonally across. The back of the sofa 
is divided in three cushions with similar 
trimming. A magnificent set of several 
pieces is covered with embossed satin of 
crushed-strawberry color; stripes of the 
same shade are placed above a double 
massive silk fringe. The wood is not visi- 
ble. Other chairs are exquisitly rich aad 
peautiful in satin velour, of cream-colored 
ground, having centres of a vase of antique 
shape filled with tropical tlowers of brilliant 
colors. Gilt chairsof French design have 
low spindled backs; in the centre bar is a 
medallion of black hand-painted satin. 

A fireplace for tha dining-room is made of 
the light-red Santo Domingo mahvugony, 
seven feet high; the paneis and pilasters are 
elaberately carved; the latter support the 
top gallery; a mirror is set in the centre. 
Additional richly-carved pillars are on each 
side. The side-tebles and dining-table corre- 
spond. The latter is syuare, with a massive 
centre column extending into carved lions’ 
heads, breasts, and feet. The sideboard 
shows a richly-carved example of the Renais- 
sance and other designs happily combined. 
Large arm-chairs and the other chairs are 
covered with stamped French leather in de- 
signs of fleur-de-lis, in gold and white on a 
dark-biue ground. Lattice work is inserted 
with relievos above the leather top and bot-

What Kar! Blind Says of It. 


From an Article by Him in the Contemporary lie 
This word, first introduced in the Russian 


language by Turguenieff for a character of © 


one of his novels, was before him used by the 
German writei Gutzkow in bis “ Ritter von 
Geist.” Its present application to the state 
of parties in Russia is rather misleading. As 
elsewhere, there are in Russia men of very 
various opposition shades—from the moder- 
ate Liberal, who would be satisfied with 


some kind of parliamentary representation, - 


to the Republican and Socialist of 
different sectional views, and down to the im- 
practicable anarchist, whose brain has been 
turned and set fire to by incessantly brooding 
over wrongs without the possibility of re- 
dress. Itis not fair to lump all these groups 
tozether and to brand them as Nihilists. It 
should be remembered that the very terror- 
ists of the Narodnaia Volia ( Will ot the 
People”) who were driven to their present 
tactics by sheer.cespair of making an impres- 
sion by any other procedure, have even quite 
recently declared in a remarkable manifesto 
that if the Czar were to consent to the convo- 
cation of a National Constituent Assembly, 
they would at once cease using violent means. 

When Gen. Gartield was struck down by 
the hand of a crack-brained assasin, the Se- 


rot Russian Committee issued a protest con- 


taining expressions of deep sympathy with 
the people of the United States, and an ener- 
getic denunciation ot the vile murderer. ** ln 
a country.“ they said, “where the personal 
liberty of the citizens alluws of the pacific ag- 
itation for an idea, and where the free will of. 
the people not only frames the laws, but 
chooses the government, assasination as a 
means of political ine e is tantamount to 
that very despotism overthrow of which 
* — object of the revolutionary party in 
tussia.,’ 

Surely these views are not what most 
ple would call “Nihilism.” Only step by 
step, very 
were even the extreme Russian Social- 
ists induced to give up their originally 
peaceful agitation amo the peasantry 
and the people of the workshops. They be- 
ganas thorough ice lists, imbued with an 
apostolic spirit. Mostly young men and girls 
of the well-to-do, cultured, even aristocratic, 
class, they gave up all their worldly pros- 
pects; dressed like working people and peas 
ants: changed their names; mixed and 
labored with the crowd, trying to gain it over 
to the new gospel of political and 
progress—often with very indifferent success ; 
for the more brutish among the ignorant 
multitude often handed over their would-be 
friends and deliverers to the police, Of these 
enthusiasts, a book (“Subterranean Russia) 

ublished by a pseudonym author, M. Stepn- 

ak, but the contents of which are in no 
small measure authenticated by a well- 
known Kussian exile, says: 

Their creed was Socialism; their god, the 

They were ready for every sacrifice; 

sed neither the impétuosity 

nor the deep passions necessary for the com- 

bat. After the first disappoint ts they no 

longer hoped for victory, but aimed more at 

the crown of thorns than at the laurel-wreath, 

They were overtlowing with love, and unable 

to hate anybody—not even their execution- 
ers.’ 

Nota few of these, however, whose career 
had thus commenced, afterward changed 
into supporters of a system of revolutionary 
terror, owing to the wholesale arrest and de- 

rtation of the most peaceful propagandists. 
rhe trial of 1% prisoners at Moscow, in 1878, 
destroyed the last illusions as te tite possibil- 
ity of a legal agitation for social and political 
reform. Then, in Schiller’s words, The- 
milk of pious thought turned inte dragon’s 
bane.“ Conspiratory circies were formed, in 
which “a covenant with death“ the 
pardle. 

There is not space enough here to give a 
description, highly instructive as it womid 
be, of the many martyrs of revolutionary 
conviction who have suffered the peualty of 
their deeds during the last few years. 
Among the various typical figures of these 
conspiracies, two at least may be mentioned: 
Danitri Lissogub, who was hanged, on the 
denunciation of his own steward, for having 
devoted his whole property to 
ana revolutionary action, It came out in the 
Triat of the Sixteen, in 1880, that Lissogub 
sold landed estates bf the value of 200,000 
rubles for that purpose. Pale, haggard, 
long-bearded, of apostolic aspect and de- 
meanor, this entBusiast always appeared in 
most shabby garb, thinly clad, in the bitter- 
est cold. The author of “Subterranean Res 
sia calls him “the Saint of Nihilism.” His 
counterpart was Valerian Ossinsky. Heis 
depicted as of great manly beauty, tall, slim, 
of elegant attitude, with blue eyes of en- 
thusiastic expression, fair-haired and well- 
bearded, of charming manners—a favorit of 
women. He was best collector of pe- 
cuniary means for the party. When he 
asked for contributions, even old misers did 
net resist his persuasive voice. He is called 
the “Apollo of Nihilism.“ He, too, ended 


at the gallows.

Tne introduction of Chicago beef into 
New York is viewed, according to a paper of 
that city, with seriousness by the wholesale 
dealers but with enthusiasm by the public. 
It mentions one shop where last Saturday 
night between 6 o’clock and midnight Chi- 
cago beef was sold over the counter to 1,170 
persons, independently of hundreds of other 
orders sent in. A comparison of prices 
shows that where the New York butct- 
ers have been charging 2 to B cents 
a pound for porterhouse steak the Chi- 
engo invader of the market sells it 
for 20 cents. The price of sirloin steak 
has been reduced from 20 and cents a 
pound to 18 and 20 cents. It is reported that 
a combination of New York butchers has 
been made which will spend $1,000,000 to 
beat back the Goths and Vandals of the Chi- 
cago packing- houses. It would be much 
more sensible for them to dispose of their 
million in estabiishing their headquarters in 
Chicago against the arrival of the day, which 
will surely come, when the healthy and cool 
Chicago beef will sell for higher prices than 
the fevered flesh of the cattle which have 
been tortured by a journey of 1,000 miles 
to New York.

MR. HUBBELL’S CONGRESSIONAL ESTI- 
MATES. 

Judging from the tone of a recent inter- 
view between Tue TripuNre’s Washington 
correspondent and the Chairman of thé Con- 
gressional Campaign Committee, Mr. Jay 
Hubbell is the Mark Tapley of the Republic- 
an politicians. The late Ohio election has 
made no impression upon him. He is as 
jolly and confident as if that State had main- 
tained its Republican majority of 25,000 and 
elected its regular quota of Republican Con- 
gressmen. He is of the opinion that the 
next House of Representatives will havea 
larger Republican majority than the present 
House, He does not go into details, but in 
a general way says there are seventy-nine 
doubtful districts, and that he has satisfac- 
tory assurances that the Republicans will 
carry forty-six of them, and thus secure a 
good working majority in the next Congress, 
Itis to be hoped that Mr. Hubbell is not 
deceived, but his opinion would have 
been more valuable if he had given 
some specific reasons for the faith that is in 
him. Whenhe went into particulars his 
judgment did not appear to be carefully 
madeup. For instance, he placed New York 
and Pennsylvania upon the same footing, 
and predicted that both States will elect to 
Congress the same number of Republicans 
they have now, if not one G@two more. But 
the local dissensions in those States, follow- 
ing upon the defeat in Ohio, searcely war- 
rant this hopeful view, and, in any case, the 
conditions as to Congressmen are very differ- 
ent in New York and Pennsylvania. In 
Pennsyivania the Republicans have two 
State tickets in the field: in every district 
where there is only one Republican candidate 
for Congress for whom both the Stewart Re- 
publicans and the Beaver Republicans will 
vote, the chances for the election of a Repub- 
lican Congressman are increased, for the 
rival Republican State tickets will 
draw out an upusually large Republic- 
an vote in the aggregate. But if 
the Republican dissensions in New York are 
as serious as they are represented to be, then 
the effect upon the Congressional ticket will 
be just the opposit, for the disaffected Kepub- 
licans in New York will have no rival Re- 
publican State ticket to vote for; they will 


away from the polls, and in either event the 
Republican candidates for Congress wil! be 
pretty sure to suffer a loss of votes which 
they would have received under harmonious 
conditions. The resuit in Ohio has shown 
that local differences in the party influence 
the Congressional as well as the State and 
local elections. From these and osher con- 
ditions which might be named, Mr. Hubbeil’s 
opinion seems to be far-fetched when he de- 
clares that the chances for securing a Re- 
publican majority in the next House are 30 
per cent better than they were two years 
ago.“ 

Mr. Hubbell probably feels an unusual 
share of responsibility for the outcome of 
the Congressional elections this year. As 
Chairman of the Congressional Campaign 
Committee he has taken a position which 
has occasioned resentment in some quarters 
and indifference in others as to Republican 
success. He is not merely identified with 
the assessments that have been levied upon 
officeholders, but peculiarly committed to 
the defense of that policy. The controversy 
over the methods employed by the Liubbell 
Committee has made Republican success this 
year absolutely essential to Mr. Hubbell’s 
political future. He has been dropped by 
the constituency of his own district, and his 
efforts to secure Mr. Ferry’s svat in the Sen- 
ate are foreordained to failure. If, in addi- 
tion to these set-backs, the Democrats shall 
elect a majority of the next Congress in the 
face of Hubbell’s assessments and his bold 
defense of the assessment system, he would 
get a blow from which he would 
never be able to recover. Hence he has 
a peculiar personal interest in figuring 
out Repubiican success under circumstances 
that are disheartening in many portions 
of the country. This appears especially from 
one remark he made in the recent inter- 
view. “ 1 claim,” he said, that if the next 
House of Representatives is not Republican 
it will be because the Republican party do 
not want it to be Republican.“ This is true 
only to the extent that the Republican party 


has undoubtedly a majority of the popular 
vote in the country, aud consequently a 
Demoratic Congress will be the direet result 
of defection in the Republican ranks. But 
that will not prove that the country does not 
prefer the ascendency of Republican pria-

ciples in the National Le ire, It will 
be a repudiation of such men as Hubbel! and 
their methods. It wiil bea protest against the 
attempted revival of the boss system in certain 
States. It will be a revolt against the ob- 
trusion of extraneous issues in other States. 
It will be one of those periodical warnings 
in the shape of popular reaction, that 
the politicians of the Republican party 
cannot misuse the power intrusted to 
them without injury to the party 
they represent. Mr. Hubbell admits that 
“embarrassments surround the situation.“ 
and that “apathy exists,” but he is not 
frank enough to account honestly for the 
“enbarrassments ” and the apathy.“ nor 
to recognize the plan which Republicans 
adopt to reform the abuses which spring up 
within their party. If the Republicans re- 
fuse to elect a majority of the next Congress 
it will because they believe that course to be 
the speedigst way to correct the errors for 
which some of their politicians are responsi- 
ble, and among the number Mr. Hubbell 
himself. Ita Republican majority shall be 
chosen notwithstanding these errors it will 
only be after shaking up the aforesaid poli- 
tlelans in 4 manner and to a degree which 
they will not soon forget,

REPUDIATION IN YANKTON. 

Some time in 1871 there was a great desire 
for additional railroad facilities to and froin 
Yankton and other counties in Dakota Ter- 
ritory, these counties Including the most 
thickly-settled parts of that Territory. In 
consideration of these wishes the Governor 
of Dakota convened the Legislature in spe- 
cial session, and that body at that session 
passed a law to “enable organized counties 
and townships to vote aid to any railroad and 
to pay forthe same.” This was approved 
April, 1871, After this act was passed, the 
Dakota Southern Railroad Company was in- 
corporated under the general laws of the 
Territory, the object of this company being, 
as stated in the charter, to construct and 
operate “a line of railroad from the City of 
Yankton, on the Missouri River, eastward 
through the Counties of Yankton, Clay, and 
Union, to a point on the Big Sioux River be- 
tween Townships No, 88 and No. 9%, both 
inclusive.” Subsequently a petition was pre- 
sented to the Board of County Commission- 
ers of Yankton County asking that body to 
submit to tne voters of that county a propo- 
sition to extend aid by donating $200,000 in 
county bonds ta run twenty years, bearing 
interest at 8 Der cent, to be given to the com- 
pany for work on that railroad. According- 
ly, the question was submitted to the voters 
at the election Sept. 2, 1871, and the propdsi- 
tion was carried by a large majority. Subse- 
quently, an agreement was made under 
which, in ease these bonds were delivered to 
the railroad company before the road was 
completed, the company would execute a 
bond in the sum $400,000 to protect the coun- 
ty, the company agreeing to have a train 
running over the track by January, 1873. 
Before, however, any of the bonds were 
issued the question was raised as to the 
power of the Territorial Legisiature to con- 
vene in special session, and also as to the 
validity of a railroad charter in view of the 
implied prohibition in the act of Congress of 
1867, Congress was appealed to, and Con- 
gress annulled the act of 1867 so far as it re- 
lated to this railroad and to these bonds; and 
it thus validated the act of Congress which 
declared this railroad company a legal and 
valid corporation.“ 

Up to this action of Congress none of the 
bonds had been issued by Yankton County. 
The rst bonds were issued in June, 187, 
and the others in January, 1873, the whole 
amount being $200,000, The original prapo- 
sition required the bonds to be given as a 
„ donation”’ to the railroad company, but in 
the subsequent amendments Congress com- 
pelled the company to give to the county 
$200,000 in full-paid stock of the railway 
corporation. ‘The county, therefore, became 
a stockholder in the corporation. 

The railroad company proposed to mort- 
gage their road, and Yankton County as a 
stockholder interposed and filed a bill to pre- 
vent it. The company was embarrassed, and 
in order to escape this threatened litigation 


— — 


executed ua $50,000 boud conditioned that it | 


would ruh a passen@er-train from Yankton 
to Sioux City every forenoon and return in 
the afternoon, lying over at Yankton; that 
it would keep its general offices in Yankton, 
and that it would expend $50,000 in the erec- 
tion of depots and machine-shops. 

The bonds were delivered to the railway 
company, which transferred them to the con- 
struction company, and they were put on the 
market. For two or three years these bonds 
were for sale in Yankton, and the press, the 
pulpit, and the whole commercial population 
of Yankton united in an earnest effort to 
satisfy the world that these Yankton bonds 
were first-class securities. The legality of 
the bonds, the liberal consideration given for 
them, and the readiness with which the peo- 
ple were prepared to meet the bonds, inter- 
est and principal, were certified to with a 
unanimity and vehemence that were astound- 


In 1876 the tempter appeared, suggesting 
that there was a legal defect in the proceed- 
ings by which the county could escape the 
payment of the debt. In time this evil ad- 
vice was accepted, No tax was thereafter 
levied to pay the interest. The local courts 
declared that Congress had no power to legis- 
late for the Territory. For atime there was 
a delay, and finally the Supreme Court of the 
United States reversed the local courts, giv- 
ing judgment for the overdue coupons. 
Yankton thereupon decided to beat the 
creditors on the execution, It resolved to 
repudiate. The Territorial Legislature was 
inveigled into repealing all laws under 
which, on execution, the creditor could levy, 
and the authorities of Yankton County have 
refused to levy any taxes to produce revenue 
to pay the judgment. In other words, 
Yankton has raised the black flag of repudia- 
tion and warns all persons to avoid Yankton 
who want to be paid their debts. 

In the meantime the Territory of Dakota 
has filled up rapidly. But Yankton is no 
longer the only or exelusive point of pros- 
perity. The whole Territory is now rapidly 
settling up, and its fields have become thick- 
ly peopled and largely productive, 

Last yeargin immense effort was made to 
have Southern Dakota admitted as a State, 
and the Yanktonese Jabored valorously to 
accomplish this result, To be admitted asa 
State would enable Yankton to shake the 
Territory and its old debts, and begin lite 
anew as the Capital of the State. But Con- 
gress treated the application with little favor. 
It was not regarded as altogether creditable 
to admit a new State under the imputation of 
repudiation, and the application was serious- 
ly and, we do not question, fatally objected 
to. At this very moment the local govern- 
ment of Yankton are putting the United 
States courts at defiance, and its officers re- 
fuse to hold office in order to prevent the 
service of legal process commanding them to 
perform their duty. 

Within a few days there comes a proposi- 
tion that if the United States will interfere 
between Yankton and its creditors, and will 
compel the: bondholders to accept 30 cents 
and the Government guarantee the payment 
of the rest of the debt, the people of Yank- 


ton will issue new bonds to the creditors, . 


This proposition is the most absurd of all. 
Why should the people of the United States 
assume in whole or lu part any portion of 
the sg Yankton or any Other city ? 

There ls only one way to pay a debt, and

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that Is to levy a tax, collect the tax, and pay 
over the money to the creditors. If half the 
money expended by Yankton to defeat the 
payment of this debt were paid to the cred- 
itors, the debt itself would now be greatly 
reduced and Dakota would have no difficulty 
in being admitted to the Union.

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THE IRISH CONFERENCE. 

The great Irish Conference has been held, 
and has made short work of the business be- 
fore it. Considering that the conference was 
composed of very heterogeneous eglements 
and the program before it comprised a wide 
variety of subjects, the proceedings were 
very quiet and unanimous. Mr. Parnell was 
the presiding officer, and his views, as op- 
posed to those of Mr. Davitt, may be said to 
have animated and dominated the entire pro- 
ceedings, though many of Mr. Davitt’s sug- 
gestions were accepted, especially those of a 
practical nature. 

The Land League has now disappeared, 
and in its place appears the Irish National 
League, which, while abating nothing of the 
old schemes for land reform, takes upon it- 
self extended powers and a wider area of ob- 
jects to be attained in this contest for agra- 
rian and political freedom, for, as Mr. Par- 
nell said, until the people of Ireland have 
the right to make theirown laws the laws 
wili never be in accordance with their 
wishes, and nq solution of the land question 
can be final that does not secure to farmers 
the right of becoming the owners of their 
holdings by purchase. 

It isa happy owen for the success of the 
gew organization that the secession element 
made no Impression upon the conference, 
and that at the close the delegates expressed 
renewed confidence in Mr. Parnell. Under 
his broad and legitimate policy of settling 
the questions at issue by ameliorating the ma- 
terial condition of Ireland there can be no 
question that he will make greater progress 
in the future than in the past, and the new 
power granted to the Parliamentary party 
inside the orgunization will also tend to unite 
the factions and make the Irish front com- 
paraiively unbroken. Even Mr. Davitt him- 
self, bitter as was his disappointment at the 
defeat of his scheme, explicitly informed the 
conference that he was not at issue with Mr. 
Parnell on the landquestion, The substance 
of the action of the conference may be stated: 
A larger organization, more national in its 
character and having a wider sphere of ac- 
tion than the Land League, has taken its 
place. The platform upon which 
work contains no issue that can embarrass it

ism than has already been manifested, and,

AFTER THE WAR. 

It is a curious coincidence that the three 
men whose opinions the world will heed 
most closely have spoken at the same time 
and given their views of the Egyptian war. 
They are Mr. Gladstone, John Bright, and 


Sir Stafford Northcote, the leader of the Op- 


position in the House of Commons. Mr. 
Bright’s views are expressed in a letter ad- 
dressed to the Rev. Thomas Rippon, which 
was drawn out by the charge so frequently 
made that he opposed the Egyptian war 
simply because he is opposed to all wars. 
To this Mr. Brig!t makes no uncertain re- 
ply, He denies that he has opposed any 
war on the ground that all war is unlawful 
or inimoral, bat upon grounds common to 
all thoughtful men, and he adds; 
war l may say this: that it has no better 
justification than other wars which have 
gone before it, and that, doubtless, when the 
blood is shed, and the cost paid, and the ro- 
sults seen and weighed, we shall be gen- 
erally of that opinion. Perhaps the bond- 
hollers, and those who have made money by 
it, and those who have got promotion, and 
titles, and pensions, will defend it, but 
thoughtful and Christian men will con- 
demn it.” 

Mr. Gladstone’s statement does not appear 
upon the surface to have been inspired by 
the letter of his late associate in the Cabinet, 
but it is universally understood that such is 
the case, 
ende to Egypt occurs was made to some of 
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that the Chamber was not allowed to vote 
that portion of the budget which was not al- 
lotted to the bondholders. 

It is perhaps unfortanate that Mr. Glad- 
stone cannot bring up such charges against 
the Conservatives, for under the Liberals 
the persecutions of the fellaheen have only 
been the supplement to those commenced by 
the Conservatives. And yet we may clearly 
gather from Sir Stafford Northcote’s speech 
that the Conservatives intend to bring about 
a reaction on the Egyptian matter with 
which to force a new election, The glory 
and glamour of the war are already beginning 
to pale a little, and after the flurry of honors 
to Gen. Wolseley and Admiral Seymour and 
of acclamations to the returning troops is 
over we may look to see them pale still more. 
The day is not far distant when the solemn 
statement of plaln John Bright will be real- 
ized in all its truth.

THE PERSONALITY OF THE EDITOR. 

Mr. John Morley’s management of tne 
Pall Mali Gazette and the Fortnightly Re- 
view has placed him so high among the suc- 
cessful editors of the day that anything he 
may say about his profession is certain of 
close attention from editors and their dearest 
foes—the public. In the October number of 
the Fortnightly Mr. Morley announces the 
end of his connection of fifteen years’ dura- 
tion with that review. He devotes the larger 
part of his valedictory to the tendency, 


growing as it seems to him, to take off the 


cloak of impersonalism which it has been the 
fashion to throw over editorial workers. 
This tendency, he thinks, is to be seen in 
newspapers as well as in magazines. 

As to magazines, the abandonment of the 
sacred principles of anonymity” has been 
almost complete. Fifteen: or sixteen vears 
ago asigned article was rare. Nowin En- 
gland none but the most conservative of the 
Tory quarterlies keep up the old practice. In 
this country periodicals like the North 
American and Harper’s Monthly have dis- 
covered that the public curiosity to find out 
what a known writer is going to say is a bet-

“anonymous assasins,” and thinks that

As to daily papers, the editor of the Pall 
Mall Gazette regards the “childish im- 
posture of the editorial we as thoroughly 
exploded,” although the newspaper press 
has not yet, either in England or America, 
followed the example of the reviews.

It was impossible for Sir Stafford North- 
cote to discuss the Egyptian war without 
making a retrospective defense, for the Lib- 
erals have always made the apologetic state- 
ment that the crisis in Egypt was a legacy to 
them from the Béaconstield Administration. 
Ile did not hesitate to make the defense, and 
with ingenious and very eloquent sophistry 
sought to make it appear that while Mr. 
Gladstonc's war was a war for the interests 
of bondholders, the Conservative policy was 
only “to prevent the bringing about of a 
rivalry in Egypt and the revolutionizing and 
distracting of that country in the peace and 
welfare of which we had so great an inter- 
est.“ Exclusive interest was not sought for. 
The Conservatives only desired that Egypt 
should be wisely and strongly administered, 
and as the Khedive at that time, Is- 
mail Pasha, was rapidly bringing about 
paiitical confusion, he was removed and the 
present ruler was appointed in his place. 
With the utmost complacency says Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote: “The troubles which had 
grown out of this would never have attained 
the importance they had if our Government 
had shown the same firmness in originally 
dealing with them that the late Government 
showed with thie difficulties of the then Khe- 
dive.“ All this sounds strangely when con- 
fronted with the fact that the new Khedive 
was appointed solely as the creature of 
France and England, acting on behalf of the 
bondholders, that measures were adopted at 
once to strengthen the power of the Anglo- 
French Control, and that it was under the

Our system gives full soope to personality, 
at the same time that it protects the constitu- 
tional love of reserve that seems characteris- 
tic of the race. None of the strong individ- 
ualities of the newspaper world have been 
hidden from view by anenymity. Great edit- 
ors like Horace Greeley, Thurlow Weed, 
lienry J. Raymond, Samuel Bowles, the 
Galeses, Seatons, Greenes, and Prentices of a 
past generation were just as vivid actualities 
to their audiences as Girardin, About, Cas- 
sagnac, and Rochefort. Judging the two sys- 
tems (though of course not quite fairly) by 
the contrast between the two groups men- 
tioned, it does not seem as if to have written 
without name had deprived the Americans of 
their force, or to have written with name had 
softened the temper or hardened the virtue 
of the French. It cannot be doubted that 
with their audience, such as it is, the English 
and American editors gain by not thrusting 
their my“ and “I” into view. This. too, 
with no loss of personal prestige where the 
personality can command it. Jay Gould is 
none the less well known as a journalist be- 
cause he does not sign the articles in his 
New York paper. The modern blaze of 
publicity shines into the recesses of newspa- 
perdom everywhere, and gives the file as 
well as the rank as much public attention as 
they deserve. 

To say nothing of the managers of the 
great dailies and the leading weeklies and 
monthlies, Who are as well known to the 
public as the great actors, or preachers, or 
politicians, there are a host of subaiterns 
whose names are household words. Every- 
body who reads the newspapers knows the 
funny men who cater to the risibilities of the 
public, from the Danbury News man to the 
Burlington Hawkeye, Publicity comes to as 
large a proportion of the laborers in the press 
as of those in other pursuits, Few lawyers, 
few ministers, few business-men are known 
outside their own little circles. The rising 
importance of the press will bring its mem- 
bers their full share of public notoriety. The 
editor of a great review said to Mr. Morley 
that he regarded himself as equal in impor- 


tance to twenty-five members of Parliament. 


Most-American editors, if they thought as 
much of themselves, would be too shrewd to 
give it so open expression, but it is as true 
here as in England that the press is taking, 
has taken, the place in the manufacture of 
public opinion that used,.in a preceding gen- 
eration, to be indisputably the prerogative 
of the parsons and lawyers.

M. Purvit.e, in Causeries Sctentiftques, 
discussing tbe subject of putrescent organic 
matter in water, argues that the danger ver- 
taining to such matter does not arise from its 
constituting, as bas been superticially supposed, 
an orgavic poison—the phenomenon being. in 
fact, far more complex.

Purville lead him to conclude, on the whole’ 
that the organic matter in suspension, or in so- 
jution, creates in the water a peculiar medium, 
suitable for the development of exceedingly 
small beings of the genus vibrio, so that it is no 
longer water merely—it is rather a world of 
microscopic animals and plants, whieh are bora, 
live, and increase with bewildering rapidity. 
Such infusoria fod in the water calcareous, 
magoesian, and ammoniacal salts, and their 
maintenance is thus secure, Of these vibrios, 
there are those which are capable of setting up 
putrefaction in the buman tissues, with mortal 
effect—so that, let water be placed in contact 
with organic remains capable of nourishing 
these malignant vibrios, and it at onee becomes 
more dangerous than any poison. M. Purville 
indorses the opinion entertained by some other 
chemists of note, that charconl, lime, and per- 
manganate of potash facilitate putrefaction and 
actually promote the formaugn of auimaicula,

THE announcement that a Peerage is about 
to be conferred on Sir Gurnet Wolseley recalls 
the fact that a number of other distinguished 
Irishmen—including the Duke of Wellington, 
Lord sSeresford; Gen. Hutchinson (afterward 
Lord Donougbmore), Lord Keane, and Lord 
Gougb—have been rowarded for military service 
in a similar manner ia the present century. The 
career of Gen. Hutchinson presents perhaps the 
most striking parallel to that of Sir Garnet 
Wolseley. He entered the army in 1774 as a 
Cornet of dragoons, and in nine years rose to 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. In li he 
rulsed a regiment bimself, which he commanded 
as Colonel in Flanders in the war against the 
French. In 1796 be was made a Major+Genera), 
and was subsequently engaged in the Nethber- 
lands. In the expedition to Egypt in 1801 he 
was second in command to Sir Ralph Aber- 
crombie, and, when that distinguished officer 
teil at the battle of Alexandria, the chief com- 
mand devolved on Maj.-Gen. Hutchinson, who 
advanced, hke Wolseley, as far as Cairo, when a 
capitulation took place, and tbe war was ended. 
For his services he was raised to the Peerage as 
Baron Hutchinson of Alexandria and Khock- 
lofty in the County of Tipperary. Hesucceeded 
his brother as Earl of Vonoughmore.

“SETTLING OF IRELAND.” 


Hew the Green Isle Was Treated under 
the Commonwealth, 

The following description of the condition 
of Ireland under the rule of Cromwell is 
taken from Mr. C. G. Walpole’s recently 
puolished “Short History of Ireland“: 

In August, 1658, the Parliament passed an 
ordinance “for the settling of Ireland.“ 
which in effect was a proscription of the 
wnole nation, “Mercy and pardon both us 
to life and estate” were to be extended to all 
“husbandinen, plowmen, laborers, and arti- 
ficers”’: for the new landowners would re- 
quire hewers of wood and drawers of water. 
And also to these who since 1641 had mani- 
fested “ a constant good affection t the in- 
terests of the Commonwealth of England“ 
a very small company, as it turnéd out, 
sesing that one who paid even a 
forced contribution to a confederate or 
royal officer was held to have 
siiown no constant good affection. The 
Presbyterian landowners of Down and An- 
trim were involved in the same condemna- 
tion as the Irish. For had they hot latter!y 
shown royalist proclivities, and broken 
away from the Independents? ‘They were 
to lose their estates, and be transplanted to 
allotments in Leinster. The rest ef the Irish 
people- peers, genties, and commons, land- 
owners and burgesses—were to be driven 
from their homes in Ulster, Leinster, and 
Munster. and bauished into Connaught and 
Clare, where the desolated lands @f the peo- 
ple of the west were to be parceled ont and 
allotted to them fur their bare sustenance 
and habitation. Death was te be the penalty 
if they had net transplanted by May 1. 1651. 
Death was to be the penalty if they returned 
without a license. Liere they were to be 
hemmed in, as in a penal settlement, with 
the ocean on the one hand and the Shannon 
onthe other, forbidden to enter a walied 
town under che death penaity, with a fringe 
of disbamied soldiers planted in a belt one 
mile wide all around the seacoast and along 
the Une of the river to keep them from ap- 
proaching the border-line. 

But transplantation was the mildest penal- 
ty te which the Irish were subjected. Death 
and forfeiture of all property were decreed 
for all who within twenty-eight days did nos 
lay down their arms; to all who, since the 
assembling of the Kilkenny Convention, 
had contrived, advised, counseled, promotl- 
ed. acted, proseeuted, or abetted”? the same 
by bearing arms, orcontributing men, arms, 
horse, plate, money, victual, or other fürni⸗- 
ture or habiliments of war; to all Jesuits 
and Roman Catholie vriests and all persons 
who had “anyways contrived, advised. coun- 
seled, promoted, continued, countenanced, 
aided, assisted, or abetted the rebellion “; 
and finally to Ormonde, Castichaven, Clanri- 
earde, aud twenty other Peers, ane Bishop, 
and eighty Knights and genticinen, all espe- 
cially mentioned by name. 

The first step towards the accomplishment 
of this comprehensive scheme was the re- 
moval of the disbanded soldiers of the Irish 
army, ‘The bulk of the proscribed oflicers 
and leaders of the confederates had already 
eleeted to suffer voluntary banishment, and 
had sought safety on the Continent. The 
rank and file who had laid down their arms 
upon articles, or had dispersed to their 
homes, were pressed to enlist on foreign serv- 
ice. Whole regiments of them were eagerly 
recruited by the agents of the Kings of Spain 
and Poland and the Prinee of Conde. As 
many as 34,000 were in this way hurried into 
exile. There remained behind, of necessity, 
great numbers of widogs and orphans, and 
deserted wives and families; and these the 
Government proceeded to ship wholesale to 
the West Indies—the boys tor slaves, and the 
women and girls for mistresses to the En- 
glish sugar-planters, The merehants of Bris- 
tol—slave-dealers in the days of Strongbow 
sent over their agents to hunt 
down and ensnare the wretched people 
for consignuent to Barbadoes, Orders were 
given them on the Governors of jails aud 
workhouses for boys “ who were of ag age 
to labor,“ and women “ who were marriage- 
able and net past breeding.”” Delleante Indies 
were kidnaped, as weil as the peasant Wwoin- 
en. and forced on board the slave-ships, Be- 
tween 6,000 and 7, were transported, be- 
fore the capture by the unscrupulous dealers 
ot some of the wives and daughters of the 
English themselves forced the Government 
to prohibit the seizure of any person without 
a warrant. 

And now commenced the great transplan- 
tation of the inhavitants of the three easterly 
provinees across the Shannon. Ihe order was 
proclaimed by beat of a drum in the middie 
ot harvest. Every owner of land, with their 
wives, their children, their tenants, their 
servants, and their cattle, must pass the river 
by the following May on pain of death.

ENGLISH SPECULATION. 


The Indian Gold-"lining Rage, and 
the Electrie-Licht Furor. 
Priledetphia Bulletin, 

Lonpon, Eng.. Oct. 5.—Just at the present 
moment there is a strange lull in the specu- 
lative wind which has until recently been 
rampant and apparently smitten every En- 
glishinan who had any money to invest. The 
inining market and the electric-lighting mar- 
ket have been equally dull, and the publie, 
which recently rushed blindfoid into under 
takings to “win” domestie tin and copper, 
or foreign gold and silver, Is now awakening 
to the fact that the golden hopes held out 
by the promoters of these enterprises will 
tall to be realized. The experience 
of British investors has lately been 
mostunfortunate, For every mining enter- 
prise that has succeeded a score have proved 
lamentable failures, and millions of funds 
have been literally thrown away upon under- 
takings which any ordinarily sane man 
might have known could never succeed. 
During the past few years a few successes 
may be chronicled; but for every Rich- 
mond” there have been a doten Emmas.“ 
and. for every “ Cape copper mine” twenty 
* Rubies’; and other conspicuous failures 
may be chronicled. 

The Indian gold-inining rage of two years 
ago is a remarkable instance ot the gulli- 
bility of the British investing public, and the 
tendency of men to follow each other as 
sheep follow a beliwether. The bellwethers, 
by the way, usually take good care to clear 
outat a profit, and leave their hapless follow- 
lng to its fate. 

Although, while the rage lasted, near- 
ly all the Indian mining companies’ shares 
went to a high premium, they are now, with- 
out exception, purchasablé at a considerable 
discount, while many are unsaiable at any 
piice. An attempt was letely made to gal- 
vahize the Iudian mining market into activi 
ty, but the effert has utterly failed. It was 
announced that some concentrated pyrites 
from one of the Indian mines had been as- 
saved, and showed results equivalent to 
twenty ountes per ton; butthis news, which 
a year ago would have added 30 per cent to 
the value of the shares, has scfreely caused 
them to move. 

About fitteen months ago a memorable 
telegram announced that the “Indian Gold 
Mines Compauy of Glaszwow” had crushed 
twenty tons of quartz, the first two yielding 
four ounces ol gold per ton. Since then 
numerous discoveries of wonderful reefs all 
over the country have been reported, yet the 
market remains sluggish. Of the thirty- 
seven companies formed to work Indian gold 
mines nota single one has paid a dividend 
from actual working, although one or two 
have distributed money received for por- 
tions of their property sold to other com- 
panies, 

About half-a-dozen of the Indian mining 
undettakings are now being wound up; 
anuther balf-dezen are on the Drink of liqui- 
dation: and the remainder are either mori- 
bund or in a very low financial position. 
Thousands of widows and orphans have 
practically lost all they possess through 
investing in these meretricious undertak- 
ings: and the cool observer cannot but won- 
der at the fatuity of investors who have 
rushed into the latest financial eraze as the 
dupes of old rushed into the “ South-Sea 
Bubble.” 

Quickly following the Indian gold-mining 
rage has come a furore for shares in electric- 
lighting companies, many of whieh had their 
capital subscribed ten times over. It is a 
surprising fact that there have been no tewer 
than forty-five eiectric-ilght companies start- 
eit in Loudon, with an aggregate authorized 
capital of £17.448,000. It ts perfeetiy clear 
that all of these companies cannot pay. 
Creat inventions are of slow growth. Years 
elapse before the success of the laboratory or 
workshop becomes the necessity of com- 
merce, The mass of people who regard Watt 
as the inventor of the steam engine forget 
that more than a century before his birth a 
eam engine was working in Great Britain. 
The discovery of any great invention is a 
very small thing as regatds the industrial 
arts and commerce, Years of patient work 
ale generally requisit before it can take a 
place in practical life. As Brunel said: * It 
is one thing to invent, and another to make 
the invention work.” ‘The investing puvlic 
bere is apt to forget this fundamental fact. 
Directly some great scientific discovery 18 
made, and a successful expertinental demon- 
stration shown, people rush in to Invest their 
millions, and a reguiar sative qui peut on- 
sues in the mavuiacture or industry threat- 
ened by the new invention or discovery, 
Then comes some hitch, or merely a delay, 
in the bricht hopes held out, and the spacu- 
lative pendulum swings back. A few far- 
sighted speculators have made enormous fort- 
uues, While numbers of bona-tide investors 
have lost all they possess. 

That tive electric light is the light of the 
future, as the electric motor, will be the motor 
of the future, few upprejudiced minds ean 
doubt; but it does not follow that all the 
forty-five electric-light companies will 
flourish. The general opinion Were is that 
the next year or two will seea “war of se- 
leation,”’ which will result in the *®urvival 
of the fitiest,”’ and, until the result of the 
wartare is seen, cautlous investors will light 
shy of the electric-light companies. There 
ig no question but that the best system of 
electric lighting will be the one eventually 
atlopted, and it is equally certain that the 
haif-hundred companies already formed can- 
not all succeed. Like Indian mining com- 
panies, none of the English electric lighting 
companies have vet paid a dividend from 
actual working. Several assets have been 
distributed from money received trom. the 
sale of subsidiary rights to xsffiliated com- 
anies, but these are golden eggs of which 
the parent hen can only lay a limited num- 
ber,

New York, Oct. 18.— There was a seriots 
expression on Marie Prescott’s face as she 
took her seat in the court-room this fore- 
noon.

and asked -her if she would explain what 
they meant, 

She answered that the letters were an ab- 
breviation of an affectionate expression that 
Mr. Perzel and herself used in their corre- 
spondence.

The Earl 
of Lonsdale—-the chief of the Lowther 
tribe—became heir a few years ago, 
not only to a vast estate, but to the 
accumulations of a careful predecessor. 
Liessed with every gift that fortune 
could give he managtd to throw himself and 
everything away with a recklesness un- 
equaled by that of any other nobleman since 
the death of the Marquis of Hastings. Be- 
tore he was many years over 20 he had be- 
come a notorious and a habitual drunkard. 
This did not prevent him being sought in 
marriage by many ladies of title, but his 
cholee ultimately fell en Lady Gladys Her- 
bert, daughter of Lady Herbert of Lea, and 
one of the most beautiful women of London. 
There are terrible stories as to the scenes on 
the day fixed for the marriage, the bride- 
groom drunk, the mother begging the bride 
to give up the inauspicious mateh, and the 
(langhter, with cold and implacable deter- 
mination—she had been jilted, it was said, 
by anether Hart, who, having lost a good 
deal money on the turf, was foreed to marry 
a rich heiress—the daughter exclaiming: 
“Til inarry him, mamma, drunk or sober!” 
W hether these things did or did not take 
— the marriage came off and soon was 
rought to the inevitable separation. ‘Then 
the husband, instead of reforming, went from 
bad to worse, drank more heavily, and so far 
lost respect for his wife as to bring into her 
house sowe ladies well known on the boards 
of our theatres for their. charms of persen 
and 14 of heart.

Jamés Lowther is in many respects little 
and in others very different from the wilder 
members of the family. He is by no means 
a Simon pure, for he is a leading member of 
the Jockey Club, and has taken his share in 
all the fun that’s going. But he has alter- 
nated the excitements of horse-racing with 
those of politieal life, and se has managed to 
retain both his health and his fortune, He 
has a strong, coarse face—more like that of a 
peasant than a nobleman—but full of grit 
and deviltry and youthful and ugtamable 
spirits. 

He entered Parliament fourteen years ago 
when Gladstone was Premier for the firs 
time. This was the Parliament in which 
Gladstone was pushing through the first 
anarehy act, the first land act, the ballot 
the abolition of purchase in the army, and all 
the other reforms that have made his first 
ministry one of the most memorable in En- 
glish history. Lowther was the Biggar of 
this Parliament. Hle—as some people claim 
to have been Reformers before Reforma- 
tion—imay claim to have been an Obstructiun- 
ist before Obstruction, He and afew others 
of the Tory gaming bidads—-with afew stead- 
ier Conservatives to give them countenance— 
would come down to the house of the Prem- 
ier clothed in elaw-hammer and wide-expand- 
ing shirt-fronts, and usually full of cham- 
pagne, and would proceed to make themselves 
as troublesome as they could to the Prime Min- 
ister of the Parliament himself, They would 
how! at Gladstone, make long speeches 
aguinst time, move the ad 8 of the 
House over and over again, and, in short, 
exhaustall the methods of the system known 
as obstruction with us and filibuster with 
you. Of course, this was wild work, and 
poet took Lowther seriously. He was re- 
garded as a jockey and stud-groom, who had 
wandered by accident into polities, and 
brought there the manner of the stables, and 
who could aecordingly never be more than 
an irresponsible free lance. 

The late Lord Beaconsfield, however, was 
very fond of a joke- in tact, being in blood 
and in sympathies a . foreigner, he 
never did take anythi uglish seriously, 
and it strnck him that it would be a funny 
idea, as well as perhaps get rid of a possible 
nuisance, to make Lowther a member of the 
Administration, He was accordingly cre 
ated Under-Secretary for the Cl mies, and 
sometime afterward he was raised w the 
dignity of Chief Secretary for Ireland, Even 
oftice, however, did not sober this irrepressi- 
ble youth, and his indiscretions of action 
and language got his friends into several 
scrapes. As an instance of his levity 1 may 
tell you a speech of his to his constituents, 
Lowtber was then in the Colonial Ofijee and 
he was speaking away about every subject 
under the sun but the business of his own 
department. At las an impatient listener 
called out: “What about the colonies, Ihn- 
my?’ There wasalaugh first at the ex- 
pense of Jiminy; but he turned it on hiaown 
side by exclaiming; Oh! don’t let us talk 
shop!” and so escaped without saying a word 
about his ewn office. In Parliament and out 
of the House he Is still the same—indisoreet, 
audacious, tons K. grim jokes and irritating 
phrases. To Gladstone he is like the red flag 
to the bull, and nothing delights him more 
than to set the grand old man” raging by 
some impertinent insult. For these reason: 
though he is well over 40, Lowther is stil 
considered a young fellow, and is called by 
friend and foe alike by the end 
familiar epithet of “Jimmy.”

The Democratic primaries in the heavy 
Democratic end of the Fourth Senatorial 
District—to-wit: the Eighth Ward—sur- 
passed in interest anything in the Democratic 
line up to date, barring the recent episode“ 
in the Second Ward. Chris Mamer, the Re- 
publican Senator from the Fourth District, 


has another two-years’ “stretch” at Spring- 
field, and the fight on both the Republican 
and Democratic sides this session has neces- 
Sarily been over the Representatives. The 
Republican troubles, culminating in the 
nomination of two sets of candidates, 
are still fresh in the public mind.

Shufeldt & Co., 
and a young man of considerable popularity 
and no little ability, had pooled issues 
with Murphy as against Murray. The 
combination had the young biood of 
the ward back of it, while Murray had the 
older element, the police, the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians, and last, but not least, two of 
the judges.

The Third District Republican Bolters 
Hold a So-Called Convention and 
Nominate W. P. Black for Congress. 
About 160 delegates presented themselves 

yesterday afternoon at No. 517 West Madison 

street in response to a call for a convention 
of anti-Davis kickers and bolters. 

Mr. O. S. A. Sprague called the convention 
to order. R. T. Crane was selected for Chair- 
man. Col A. N. Waterman nominated W. 
P. Black, Denjocratic candidate for Congress. 
Mr. Frank Collier and Gustave Drmars 
seconded the nomination. 

A colored man from the Ninth Ward re- 
minded the convention that his race had been 
given the ballot by the Republican party. He 
was fur the party that had given his people 
freedom and the ballot, and he wound up his 
harangue with the declaration that $25 had 
been promised to him if he would come into 
the n and vote as he should be di- 
rected. 

Frank Collier jumped up and demanded 
who had offered the money, and the speaker 
pointed to a colored man sitting next to tim. 
Collier then denounced the speaker as a Davis 
man, seut there by Davis to stir up strife and 
bring discredit on the convention. It was 
stated that the man was not a delegate, and 
in the midst of the tamult whieh followed 
he grabbed his coat and hat and left the con- 
vention. 

Col. W. P. Black was then nominated by 
acclamation. 

Col. Ellithorpe said he did not want a man 
who Greeleyized in 1872, and he would rather 
vote for Black than such an one, 

The colored delegate from the Ninth who 
had been pointed out as the attempted brib- 
er got up at this stage and repudiated the 
other negro, Whom he pronounved no dele- 
gate and no gentleman. He (the speaker) 
had invited some gentlemen from the South 
Side to come up to this convention, but he 
had not offered any money to anybody. 

Mr. Pope presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions denouncing Davis and 
indorsing Black. 

Mr. Beattie wanted the resolution denoun- 
cing Davis ellminated but he wasnot listened 
to, and the report was adopted. 

Col. Black entered the hall and was re- 
ceived with appiause. 

He said he did not profess any surprise at 
his nominahen, as he had expected it, but he 
was gratified atthe heartiness of the welcome 
accorded him. He reverted to the old-time 
doctrine of individual liberty and individual 
responsibility, and on this subject read sev- 
eral clauses of the Declarauon of Independ- 
ence, 

Col. Black also arraigned the existing tariff 
system, and said that all tariff should be 
levied for the protection only of such indus 
tries as large numbers of citizens were in- 
terested in. He charged that the Repub- 
lican leaders had shown themselves always 
in sympathy with the money power. The 
Hennepin Canal, he said, would not be built 
until after the untoly alliance between the 
railroad corporations and the Republican 
party was broken up. He believed, however, 
that if the Democrats held office for twelve

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CUBAN TOBACCO. 


The Cyelone iu the Vuelta Abajo, 
Reston Advertiser. 

The disastrous cyclone which has visited 
the Island of Cuba will bring grief to the 
heart of many a smoker, for it is the famous 
Vuelta Abajo which has suffered above all 
others. The dispatch printed Saturday says: 
»The tobacco seedlings were destroyed.” 
The floods must have been terrible indeed, 
as hundreds of houses and thousands of 
trees were swept away, and dozens of people 
were drowned. The old Vuelta Abajo be- 
— about ten leguas from — and is 
ounded on the north by the Sierra Madre, a 
line of hills; on the east by the River Hondo, 
or Consalacion del Sur; on the west by the 
River Mantua, or Cuyaguateje; on the south 
by the Palma Barrigonna which runs paral- 
lel with the seacoast. The Vuelta Abajo 
means jowland farmitig, and is opposed to 
the Vuelta Arriba, or highland farming, in 
the northern part of the island, which is de- 
voted to sugar plantations. The Vuelta 
Abajo measures about seven by twenty-eight 
leguas of 4,240 metres each, and is about as 
large as Rhode island. The distance of the 
Vuelta Abajo from the City of Havana is 
— twenty-five wiles, and is usually made 


y rail, 

The tobacco of the Abajo has the henefit 
of very heavy dews and the moisture rising 
from the river, beside good soil anda south- 
ern exposure. It is very dark in color, and 
the least showy of Cuban tobacco. But its 
aroma is unsurpassed. ‘The finest Abajo to- 
baeco comes from the Vega del Corojo and 
the valley of the River San Sebastian. The 
tobacco produced between Consolacion and 
San Cristobal is very good; between the !at- 
ter wwn and Guanaji the District de las Vir- 
tudes is famous. The soll of the Abajo 
abounds in erganic matter (from 4.69 to 9.60 
per cent), in silica (from 90.80 to 86.40 per 
cent), and in oxide of iron (from 1.20 to Lo 
per cent). Machinery and modern improve- 
ments have done very little for the Abajo, 
the success of its tobacco crop depending on 
— Weather and the intelligent, ceaseless 
abor of the workmen. ‘The profits of the to- 
N planter in the Abajo are very uncer-

JOHN BROWN’S SON. 


His Burial at North Elba Twenty-three 
Years After His Death at Harpers 
Ferry. 


New York Evening Post. 

NortH ELBA, N. X., Oct. 13.—Of all the 
strange and romantic incidents in the career 
of John Brown and his family, one of the 
Strangest was the burial yesterday in this 
mountain fastness of that son of John Brown 
whose body was taken by Virginia, in 15859, 
as aspecimen in anatomy, and has remained 
till now unburied. Watson Brown, with his 
older brother Owen and his youngest brother 
Oliver, accompanied John Brown to the Ken- 
nedy farm in Maryland in the summer of 1859, 
and marched down with him toward Harper’s 
Ferry on the 16th of October, when he in- 
vaded Virginia with seventeen men, and cap- 
tured an important town, which he held in his 
possession for a day. Owen Brown remained 
onthe Maryland shore to guard arms and 
supplies, while Watson and Oliver went 
across the Potomac into Virginia and capt- 
tured Harper’s Ferry. Both these sons re- 
treated wth their father into the engine- 
house, where he was besieged and taken capt- 
ive byGen. Lee, who afterward was besieged 
and taken captive by Gen. Grant. Oliver 
was shot, and died before John Brown sur- 
rendered; but Watson, thoiigh mortally 
wounded before his father’s face, lingered 
fora . and died the day after the susren- 
der. PeThaps it was for this reason that the 
Virginians took his dead body to their med- 
leal college at Winchester, not far from Har- 

r’s Ferry, and there prepared it for anatom- 
cal use In the college—refusing to give it up 
for burial to his mother, who asked for it. 
Two or three years later, when Winchester 
was occupied by the Union army in the Civil 
War, the surgeon of an Indiana regiment 
heard the story of this barbarity from the 
Virginia surgeon who perpetrated it, and 
took the body away with him to Indiana, 
where it has remained unnoticed for twenty 
years. When the surgeon heard, last Au- 
gust, that the widow of John Brown was 
yet living and was traveling from California 
to the Adirondack Mountains to visit her 
husband’s grave, be felt some compunctions 
of conscience, and wrote to her offering to 
ive up the remains of her son for burial. 
The poor mother accepted the offer with joy, 
and after her son, John Brown Jr., bad 
satisfied himself by a visit to Indiana that 
the body of his brother was really there, he 
carried it to Mrs. Brown at his ewn home in 
Ohio, and from there it was brought to this 
town for burial yesterday. 

Phe grave of John Brown himself, as all 
the worid knows. is here, where his funeral 
was celebrated with great honor in Decem- 
ber, 1850. He had settled in these woods 
in 1848, on land which had been owned by 
Gerrit Smith, and which he had given to 
such colored people as would settle on it. 
Brown was attracted by this offer of Gerrit 
Smith, and came here to live among the col- 
ored people, to train them in pioneer life, and 
perhaps enlist some of them for his cam- 
pain against slavery, in which he had first 
enlisted hisown children. Watson Brown 
came here with his father when he was a fad 
of 14, grew up amid these mountains, and 
married the daughter of a neighboring 
farmer shortly, before he went to die in Vir- 
ginia. Three years earlier (in 1856) he had 
left North Elba for a wulle to join nis father 
and brothers in Kansas, but he returned here 
in 1857, and was tilling the hard acres of his 
motner’s farm when his father’s summons 
called him to Virginia. It was, therefore, 
Sey deep feeling that his former neighbors, 


farmers and huuters of the Adirondack | 


region, came to his

Mr. Pope. of North Elba, assisted bf the 
Rev. Mr. Lyon, an unsettled minister living 
in the town, who spoke in behalt of the peo- 
pie ot North Elba with much feeling and 
eloquence. oo hag = were sung by the Brown 
family and their former neighbors, and then 
John and Owen Brown addressed the com- 
pany- John Brown Jr. read a letter from a 
South Carolinian named Tayleure, who was 
with Watson when he died, and who, among 
other things, said: 

Daty took me to Harper’s Ferry ‘at the time 
of che raid io 1850 (I was then connected with 
the Baltimore press), and vy chance | was 
brougbt into close personal contact with beth 
your father and your brother Watson after the 
assault. I assisted your father to rise as be 
atumbled forward out of the historic engine- 
house, and I was able to admiuister to your 
brother, just before he died, some physical com- 
forts which won me bis thanks. I gave bim a 
cup of water to quench his thirst, and impry- 
visea a couch for him out of a bench, with a pair 
of overulls for a pillow. As Il remember him, ne 
looked singularly handsome, evea through the 
grime of his all-day struggles and _ the 
intense suffering which he must dave 
endured. He was very calm, and in tone and 
look very gentle. The look with which he 
searched my heart I can never forget. One 
sentence ot our conversation will give you the 
key-note to the whole, 1 asked bim: “ What 
brought you bere?’ He replied, very patiently: 
„ Duty, sir.” After a pause [| asked: “ Is it, 
theo, your idea of duty to shoot men down upon 
their owo bearthstones for defend.ng their 
rights?” He answered: lam dying; cannot 
diseuss the question; I did my duty as I saw it. 
This conversation occurred in the compartment 
of the engine-house adjoinmg that ia whicb the 
defense had been mede, and was listened to by 
young Coppoe with. perfect equanimity, and by 
Shields Green (a negro) with uncontrollable ter- 
ror. 

I am a South Carolinian, and at the time of the 
raid was very deeply imbued with the prejudices 
of my State; but the sincerity. caim courage. 
and devotion to duty which your father and bis 
toliowers then manifested impressed me very 

rofoundly. It is impossible not to feel respect 

or wen who offer up their lives in support of 
their convictions. The War. in which I took 
part on the Southern side, eradicated many er- 
rors of political opinion, and gave growth ie 
many established truths not then recognized. I 
have for my own part no regrets for my humble 
share in the revolt: but I have now to say that 1 
urmly believe the War was ordained of God for 
the extermination of siavery, and that your 
father was an elected instrument for the com- 
mencement of thet good work. 


To this earnest letter John Brown Jr. made 
a brief and earnest reply, which was also 
read at the funeral yesterday. Ile said: 


Though you are a South Carolinian, and took 
part on the side of the South io the late War. 
this is uo barrier to our sympathy and respect 
for you, as a mano who was faithful to bis con- 
victions. My father, brother, and comrades who 
feil at Harper's Ferry did not hate tke people of 
the south. "Twas ouly toward its siavery that 
they cherished a sacred animosity. It may seem 
to Southeru people paradoxical, and yet I know 
that the South never bad truer friends than 
these, whom she then considered her direst 
toes. Wheu that day comes—as come it will 
in which the white people of the late seceded 
States shall fuliy recognize and freely graut to 
every one, witbout distinction of color, race, or 
previous condition, the rights they claim for 
themselves, and which are inherent in human- 
ity—they will then appreciate the hearts of 
those at Harper's Ferry, wbo would have risked 
nil tor them bad the situation been reversed. 
Hoping at some time to offer a fraternal hand 
to you, Who gave acup of water to my dying 
brotaer when you deemed him an enemy, i re- 
main, yours, for the rights of all, 

Joux Brown JR. 


Mr. Brown accompanied the reading of 
these letters with some remarks concerning 
his brother Watson, after which Owen 
Brown rose and spoke of the entire good 
faith in which Watson hau accepted the doc- 
trine of the Golden Rule, and of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, which his father said 
meant the same thing. Mr. F. B. Sanborn, 
ot Concord, then read a letter from Wendell 
Phillips, expressing his regret that he could 
not be present; a sonnet to John Brown, 
which Mr. Alcott had sent to be read on this 
occasion; and, finally, a letter from the State 
Hlistorical Society of Kansas, addressed to 
Mrs. John Brown, and inelosing a letter 
written by Watson in 1556,4vhen on his way 
to Kansas, and another, writcen by John 
Brown in 1855, as he was journeyjng slowly 
to Kansas for the first time. 

The members of the Brown family present 
at the funeral were Mrs. John Brown—a tall, 
vigorous-looking woman of 67 years+—her 
stepsons John and Owen, with their sister 
Ruth, the wife of Henry Thompson, and the 
widow of Watson Brown, who has since 
married a cousin of her first husband, and 
lives near the Browns in Ohio. This Mrs. 
brown is the sister of Henry Thompson, and 
two of her brothers, as well as her husband 
and his brother, were killed at liarper's 
Ferry. None of the family of John Brown 
now live at North Elba, the sons and daugh- 
ter of the first marriage all residing in Ohio, 
and the son and three daughters by the sec- 
ond marriage living with or near their moth- 
er in California. It is possible, however, 
that some of the family may return to North 
Elba, to which they feel a strong attach- 
ment, both for its own sake and because their 
father’s grave is there.

siructor, and as such active and successful, 
morg than twenty years in the private bigh 
schoGis of this State, such as the old College of 
California, (now the Department of Letters in 
the State University), the defunct Female Uoi- 
lege of the Pacific, the Mills Seminary, ete and 
during his residence in this town in the Cuollegi- 
ate Iustitute, the Ladies’ Seminary, and Oak 
Mound Academy.

The guaratitee of time does not apply to 
points in New Engiand taking Boston rates, 
which are liable to change at any time if it 
should be considered necessary. 

Lumber, lows, lath, shingies, shooks, cooper- 
age stock, cooperage, sash, doors, biinds, door 
and window frames and packing+boxes, when 
loaded in cars of 33 feet in length or over, will 
be charged for at a minimum weight of 24,000 
pounds, but when loaded in cars less than thir- 
ty-three feet in length will be ebarged for ata 
minimum weight of 20.000 pounds. When more 
than the minimum weight is loaded aciual 
weight will be charged for.

POISONING EPIDEMICS. 


Stories Revived by the Disclosures in 
Hungary. 
New York World. 

The news recently published of the un- 
earthing of an extensive organization of hus- 
band-poisoners in Austria may make of in- 
terest sume notes upon the poisoning mania 
of the seventeenth century, concerning 
which Mackay gives some particulars is his 
“Extraordinary Popular Delusiops.” The 
art of slow poisoning, so as to make it seem 
that the death of the victini had ensued from 
natural causes, is certainly as old as Grecian 
and Roman civilization, and is probably of 
Oriental origin. It was exercised in the 
middle ages, and later by the pretended 
witches and sorcerers, and finally became 
a branch of education among all who 
laid any claim to supernatural art. 
The frequency of the crime is 
hinted at by the passage of a statute in the 
time of Henry VIII. making it treason, and 
prescribing as the puriishment boiling to 
death, Italy had from an early period been 
the favorit home of the dealers in murderoiis 
drugs. (The story of Lucrezia Borgia, it 
need hardly be said, is for the most part a 
sheer invention by Hugo; there is no reason 
to believe that sheever poisoned any one, and 
Alexander VI. and Cesar Borgia were not so 
very much worse than their time.) When tne 
Duke of Guise, in 1648, endeavored to seize 
upon the Goveinment of Naples, and was ad- 
vised to put Gennaro Annese, Masaniello's 
s uceessor in the popular leadership, out of 
the way, the agent whoa d to assasinate 
him rejected the proffered dagger with hor- 
ror as “disgraceful and unbecoming,” 
though avowing his preparedness to use 
poison. Gennaro, luckily for him, dined 
upon cabbage-salad dressed with oceans 
of oll, and this saved his life. Guise 
described the poison as a clear and 
beautiful water, with no taste at all.“ 
Ten years later the business of poi- 
some had attained to such propor- 
tions that the Papal Government had to take 
cognizance of it. The extraordinary 
abundance of young widows in Rome, and 
the fact that whenever a married couple lived 
ubhappily together the husband’s death was 
not delayed, had attracted popular attention, 
and the ecclesiastical authorities were horri- 
fied at the frequent number of poisonings ad- 
mitted by women in the confessional, It came 
out that there was a mysterious society of 
young wives who met nightly for some mys- 
terious purpose at the house of a reputed 
witeh and fortune-teller, Hieronyma Spar 
and a female agent of the Government ha 
no diffieulty in obtaining admission to the 
sisterhood and purchasing from La Spara 
a Vial of “ drops,” warranted to work asure 
cure in the case of a faithless and brutal hus- 
band. It was fonnd to contain a colorless, 
tasteless, and odorless poison, and the vender 
compounded it of different degrees of 
strength, so that death should be brought 
about after any period desired, froma week 
to six months. La Spara, La Gratiosa, and 
the members of the sisterhood were appre- 
hended. The first stood the rack with 
firmness, but the second yielded to pe tor- 
ture and made a full confession. Shand La 
Spara, with three young women who had 
poisoned their husbands, were hanged; thir- 
ty more were whipped through the streets, 
and a number of more influential offenders 
were fined and banished. A few months 
later nine more husband-poisoners were 
hanged, and a bevy of women, many of them 
young and beautiful girls, scourged half 
naked through the streets; but this severity 
did not puta mor to the poisoning, and, in- 
deed, only served to advertise the poisoners, 
so that literally thousands of the victims of 
jealousy, covétousness, or private spite were 
sent annually to their graves. 

The venders of the polson were mostly 
women, and, by all odds, the most noted of 
their number was La lophania, a bag who 
deait in poison from her youth, and was in- 
strumental in the death of at least 600 per- 
sons. She was about 70 in 1790, when the 
Viceroy of Naples found that a poison styled 
aqueta, or “ little water,“ Was sold freely in 
the city and shipped in large quantities 
to all parts of Italy, in botties labeled 
„Mauna of St. Nicholas of Barri,” ‘This 
“ manna” was a most iniraculous oil alleged 
to ovze from the tomb of the saint, and, be- 
ing in great vogue all over the Italian Penin- 
sula, the customs officials piously retrained 
from eXamiuing the vials inscribed with its 
name. La Loohania was not easy to catch. 
Continually changing her residence and dis- 
guise, pretending to excessive piety and tak- 
ing refuge iu nunneries fur months at atime, 
she baflled the Viceroy for several years, 
during which the trade went on as briskly 
as ever, it - being a noteworthy cir- 
cumstance, by the way, that La 
Tophania would make a present of 
her potson to poor women who bated their 
husbands, but could not afford te buy the 
drug. After a long chase, however, the 
Viceroy ran her to earth in reli The 


Abbess, supported by the Arciw§slidp, Car- 
dinal Pignatelll, refused to su®fender her, 
aud thus precipitated a contest in which the 
secular official displayed even more craft and 
courage than the churchmen. The Viceroy 
broke into the convent by foree and car- 
ried off the woman. The Cardinal threat- 
ened to lay the city under interdict and siarve 
it out, for ho peasant would venture to 
bring provisions to the markets of a towh 

laced under the baus of the church. The 
Viceroy put a guard around the Archieopis- 
copal palace, 580 if there was to be fam 
ine it would be first felt by the Cardinal The 
Cardinal changed his tactics, and worked 
upon the mob until it was ready to storm the 
Vicervy’s palace and release the prisoner, aud 
the Viceroy retorted by spreading a report 
that La Tophania had arranged to poison all 
the wells and fountains. That settled the 
matter, and with the hearty sympathy of the 
populace she was tortured tilia Het of her 
agents and customers had been obtained, 


and then strangled, her body being thrown , 
whe 


into the gafden of the convent ive she 
had been taken, so thatthe clerzy might at 
least bury it within the precincts of the sanc- 
tuary where she had sought a refuge. The 
German Keysler, however, insists that he 
saw her in prison at Naples, a little old 
woman, in 1790. — 

Her polson— Aqua della Toffanina the Nea- 
politians called it, the name being speedily 
corrupted into Aqua Tophania, or Aqua 
Tophana, the popular fancy finding an 
analogy between it and Tophet—was similar 
to that manufacture by La Spara. Accord- 
ing to Garelli it was crystallized arsenic dis- 
soived in a large quantity of water by decoc-

He con- 
cel the plan of polsoning her 
father and her two brothers, so that 
she would come into the possessions of 
the family, and she entered into his plans 
with equal willingness and aptitude, and 
suo became as skillful as himself in the 
iuauufacture of poison. The drugs whieb he 
prepared she tried upon pigeons and rabbits: 
then, aceording to the legend, she essayed 
the effect of small doses upon patients at the 
hospitals, and upon guests at her father’s 
table, finally giving herself a power- 
ful draught, from the evil effects 
of which she was saved by the an- 
tidote administered by Sainte-Croix. Being 
thus satisied of the potency of the poison, 
she adininistered it to hér fatherin his choco- 
late. The old man fell ill, and she nursed 
him for ten days, giving him more poison in 
the broths ad other delicacies which she 
prepared for him, and at the end of that time 
he died so naturally that no suspicion 
was aroused. lier two bro who 
eame to join her in wee ing over old 
man’s death, were carried o in six weeks’ 
time. 3 havi hired a servant 
named La Chaussee to assist in administer- 
ing the poison. ‘The death of the only other 
heir, Mme. de Briuvilliers’ sister, was re- 
solved upon, but she, taking suspicion, fled 
from Paris. Mme de Brinvilliers then under- 
took to kill her husband so as to be free to 
marry Sainw-Oroix, but the latter, not desir- 
ing to wed his paramour, administered anti- 
dotes and saved the Marquis’ life, though his 
constitution was ruined, 

At this juncture, while Saint-Oroix was 
working in his laboratory in an obscure lodg- 
ing, the mask which he employed to guard 
him from the fumes of the powerful poisons | 
he 1 77 slipped off and he was suffocat- 
ed. ‘The police took possession of his effecta, 
no friends or relations of the dead appearing. 
and among them was found a small box to 
whieh was aflixed a document adjuring the 
finder to deliver it to the Marquise, at ber 
residence, deelaring that it belonged to her, 
and contained nothing that could be ot any 
use to any one else; if Mme de Brinvilliers 
should be dead. the box was to be destroyed 
unopened. The police, of course, opened the 
— which were found sundry vials and 

ackages of wders, her note to Sainte- 
Croix for 20, francs, and papers implicat- 
ing her and the servant, La Chaussee, in the 
murder of her relatives. As soon as Mme, 
de Brinvilliers heard of her lover’s death she 
endeavored to obtain on of the cas- 
ket, and, failing, fled to England. La Chaus- 
see was taken, and under torture con- 
fessed to his share in the crime, for which he 
had received 100 pisteles and the promise of 
an annuity. He was broken on the wheel in 
March, 1673, Mme. de Brinviiliers being sen- 
tenced by default to 129 * 

After a three years’ residence in England, 
Mme. de Brinvilliers ventured over to the 
Continent, and took up her residence ina 
convent at Liege. The French police soon 
learned of her presence there, and.arranged 
with the authorities for her capture. A de 
tective in the guise of a priest entered the 
convent “ to pay his respects to a lady so 
beautiful and so unfortunage,” 80 
wrought upon her by Ne at@ry that she 
agr to meet him outside nvent walls. 
She kept the appointment, and found herself 
beyond the protection of the ecclesiastical 
power, and in the grasp of the French 

lice, La Chausee’s evedince would have 

n enough to convict her, of the casket 
left by Sainte-Croix; but besides these she 
had written to her lover a full statement of 
her erimes. July 16, 1076, she was condemned 
to be drawn on a hurdle with her feet bare, 
a tone about her neck, and a lighted taper in 
her hand to the great entrance of the Cathe- 
Gral of Notre Dame, there to make amende 
hondrabie; thence she was to taken 
to the Place de Gréve and beheaded, 
when her body was to be burned and her 
ashes seatte to the four winds of heaven.

DISEASED MEAT. 

THE REMEDY FOR EXISTING EVILS—A RIGID 
INSPECTION OF ALL CATTLE SLAUGHTERED 
IN OR NEAR CHICAGO. 

It bas often been the privilege of Tun Turn- 
UNE to call attention to evils affectmg the woll- 
being of the people of Cirica go, and to point out 
means for removing those evils; but seldom 
bave practices more nefarious been exposed 
than are comaiun in the business of supplying 
the inferior qualities of meats used in this city. 
Itnow remains to suggest measures simple, 
feasibie, and effective tur preventing further 
injury to the health and comfort of the people 
from this cause. The importance of the subject 
will be more fully realized when it shall have 
become generaily known that, as leading scien- 
uno minds now agree, in numan beings suffer- 
ing from pulmonary consumption are found 
living germs identical with thuse found in cattle 
afflicted with tuberculosis. The, fact has been 
sbown by repeated careful experiments, 
that consumption can be caused by the 
transmission of these germs from a tuberculous 
animal to a healthy one, and it is confidently 
believed that pulmonary consumpuon—that 
dread disease which bas biighted thousands of 
homes has been and may be induced by eating 
insutiiciently cooked beer and by drinking milk 
from ‘animals suffering from tuberculosis. It 
is by no means certain that cancer, scrofula, 
and other ailments which make tife a burden do 
not arise from eating flesh of animals in which 
the germs of those discases were active. ° 

Knough is known about this matter to make it 
certain that it is the imperative duty of the 
State to guard the welfare of the people by pre- 
venting the use of diseased or decayed food. It 
bas been shown that the Chicago Stock-Yards 
are the receptacie of countless thousands of 
preguant, maimed, diseased. and dying animals, | 
which are as quickly as possibie after arrival 
served to our people as food. Some pretense of 
mespection has been made, but those who are 
acquainted with the inner work of the 
traific know this inspection is but a farce, in- 
tended to give a false seuse of security, while it 
may be made to line the purses of the chief ber- 
formers. 

The products from diseased, crippled, and 
dead animais are useful to man in many ways. 
To make such animals most vaiuabie to human- 
ity they must be brought together at points 
where there are facilities for putt them into 
serviceabie shape. Probably there ie vo place 
where preparations for doing this work are 
more extensive and perfect than are found in 


| Gaicugo; but not one in a hundred—scarcely one 


of a thousand—of the animals which should go 
ever do go to the fertilizer works. 


THE REMEDY FOR THIS DISGRACEFUL CON- 
DUCT OF AFFAIRS 

lies in absolutely preventing the removal from 
the Stock -Yards of any living animal unfitted by 
bruises, disease, or otherwise for use as food for 
humanity. The dead are already properly cared 
for, but under existing reguiauons 80 long as 4 
last tiuttering spark jof lite is bright enough to 
be seen by the keen eye of the scalper, sha 
ened by unscrupulous greed for goid, the lame, 
the biiud, the sick, and the dying scum of cat- 
tle cpeation may be taken from the 
yards, and pone can prevent. Ali such 
stock should, as soon an possibie after 
arrival, be killed in a siaughterfouse under the 
coutroil of trustworthy city or State officiais, and 
after careful and thorough inspection by com- 
petent officials, who may be trusted to guard the 
health and cumfort of the people, be disposed of 
as those officials may direct, and the proceeds 
be pluced to the account of the owner. 

Under such au arrangement those who bring 
to market superanouated and sickly old cows, 
ancient bulis tottering on the verge of dissolu- 
tion, oxen which a generation ago should have 
retired from active service covered with weli- 
earoed laurels as they are now with bruises and 
Falls. adimails bearing hideous ulcers exuding 
borribie, matter agonized orutes with flesn 
halt cooked by Durning feverfrom broken bones 
—ali tne dregs of a vast traſhe, in short, would 
receive therefor its full vaiue, probably more 
than they now get, for the ghouls who now 
fatten at the expense of their fellows would 
then be cut off from following their infamous 
calling. Honorable live-stock brokers wouid 
rejoice over being relieved from the distasteful, 
thaokiess, and unproiitabie task of higgling 

longer time with sculpers over a beast 
orth $10 than would de re- 
quired hundreiis of dollars’ worth 
of good stock. To the eater of meat would 
come the serene joy of the assurance that the 
cut placed before him came not from a beef dy- 
ing of tubercuiosis, of cancer, or of some tumor 
draining its life away; that the veal-cutiet, deli- 
caie and tender, came fromacaif born in the 
old-fashioned way, and not hurried into making 
a premature début by the death of its dam un- 
der the butcher's knife; that the pork-chop or 
tender loin was not taken from a pig dying, per- 
bups dead, of swine-p.ague before tne butcher's 
blade touches its blotched and rotting hide. 

Still better will it be if it shall be required 
that all auimais intended for food fur Chicago 
shall be slaughtered in houses in or near the 
Stock- Yards under the careful inspection of of- 
ficiais entirely independent of the influence of 
dealers in stock. his would close the small 
slauguter-bouses which now pour their filth into 
Chicago's navigable sewer to poison the air 
thous must breathe. It would stop the 
practice@f driving through the streets of the 
city half savage cattle, sometimes made frantic 
by suffering and abuse or bv separation from 
their fellows, and thus end a danger which 
daily threatens life and limbin crowded thor- 
oughfares, where men, women, and children 
must constantly pass, where open doors invite 
the maddened brute to hide from his torment- 
ors, and wbere babes find their only opportunity 
for exercise in the open air. 


LAKE. 

Never before in the history of the Town of 
Lake was such an amount of combustible mate- 
rial in the shape of frame bouses gathered to- 
gether. It appears that the residents have taken 
no precauuonury measures to prevent disaster, 
for frame buildings two or three stories bigh are 
being erected daily. Of late a Fire Department 
has been organized, but it is entirely inadequate 
to cope with a large tire, Which is liable to break 
out at ah moment on Hailsied, Root, Emerald 
avenue, orGordon street, where frame buildings 
as dry a8 a match are contiguous to each other. 
Moreover, in order to reach the above-named 
places should a fire oecur, the department 
would have to travel one mile over bad roads, 
and the time jost in getting ready for action 
is so Valuabie that the results of a big blase are 
frightful to contemplate. 

In the district where the employés of the pack- 
ing- houses reside frame dwellings cannot readily 
be dispensed with, as the inhabitants are not in 
a condition to erect brick bouses. But east 
of Halsted street some measures should be taken 
to prevent a coufiagration that otherwise will 
inevitably occur. Aaordinance to prevent the 
erecuion of more frame bulidings would no doubt 
be a public benefit, and would be busiled with 
a fecling of intense satisfaction should it be 


passed.

THE OUTLOOK FOR OIL. 


Approaching Another Advance — The 
Supply and Demand at Last Maintain- 
ing a Balance, 

Philadelphta Press. 

On. Crry, Pa., Oct. 13.— The petroleum in- 
dustry is in a healthier condition now than 
at any time since the opening of the great 
Bradford field five years ago. The produc- 
tion is declining at « rate that in another 
mouth will make it equal only to the con- 
sumption—a state of affairs that has not ex- 
isted for years, and in fact hardly ever since 
the beginning of the petroleum industry. 
From careful and accurate gages the 
production is estimated as follows by 
distficts: Bradford district, 42,000 
barrels daily; Allegany (N. T.) field, 
15,000 barrels; Cherry Grove, 6,500 barrels; 
other districts combined, 8,000 barrels—giv- 
ing an aggregate of 71,500 barrels against 
104,000 barrels on Sept. 1, then divided as fol- 
lows: Bradford, 45,050; Allegany, 16,000; 
Cherry Grove, 35,000; other districts, 8,000. 

The above figures show an enormous de- 
celine in Cherry Grove, due to its thousand- 
barrel wells having ceased to produce. Brad- 
ford shows an encouraging falling off, and 
Allegany is slowly dropping away. The 
minor fields are principally old districts, 
where the production of the wells has falien 
so low that a much further decline is impos- 
sible, and includes the new Cranberry field, 
near Oil City, where operations are active, 


and the increase in production about covers 


ae 88 of the other districts estimated 
with it. 

Shipments, charters, etc., show the con- 
sumption to be about 75,000 barrels daily; so 
that, while no such decline as that of Sep- 
tember is expected this month, yet the de- 
cline will be sufficient to make supply and 
demand equal. The report of operations for 
September showed a large decrease as com- 
pared with the preceding month, and unless 
some entirely new feature be developed, the 
forthcoming report for this month will show 
a further decrease in active field work. Of 
course the wildcat prospector is working dili- 

ently to discover new fields, but his efforts 

ave not been very successful. Forest Coungy 
is the principal scene of the wildcat ope 
tions, and is the most promising field for the 
venturesome prospector, though up to the 
present time no petroleum deposit of more 
than medium productiveness has been 
discovered in that county. A considerable 
area there has been demonstrated to be mod- 
erately-producing territory in a sand found 
ata depth of from 1,500 to 2,200 feet, known 
as the Sheffieki samd. The latest well of in- 
terest in that district has been Clark & Fos- 
ter’s, on Warrant 2,735, which was at various 
times reported as dry and as a veritable 

usher. Your reporter visited the well on 

‘ednesday, when actual gages showed the 
production to bea little less than twenty 
barrelsaday. Tnis well is located between 
the famous Shannon mystery,“ on Warrant 
2.901, which for many weeks was a great ob- 
ject of interest to oll men, surrounded as it 
was by a guard armed with rifles to keep Its 
production a mystery, and the McKinney 
wellin Warren County, which recently star- 
tled the trade by showing big and immediate- 
ly settling down to a small well. ° 

The only well in the oll regions at present 
that threatens to be very large is Grandin & 
Co.’s, on Warrant 5,236, Forest County, 
which has been plugged since the latter part 
of August, and is believed by many to be 
large. Owing, however, to the manner in 
which the lands in that section are held, the 
trade do not fear its development to any 
great extent. 

Although the feeling “on Change has 
been a little weak for some days past, there 
is little doubt, in view of the facts above set 
forth, that another advance will be inaugu- 
rated in the near future. The advance of 
last month was mainly owing to the sudden 
stopping of the wonderful Cheery Grove 
wells, and was so rapid that a recoil of great- 
er or less proportions is natural. The mar- 
ket advanced with such a wad whirl that 
those who were on the short side had little 
opportuyity to cover, and a number of fail- 
ures ha been the result. These have had 
some effect in checking the upward tend- 


ency. 

Money is tight, and will remain so until 
enough is imported into the region to cover 
the difference in value. This has made car- 
rying rates very high; as much as $4 have 
been paid tor carrying 1,000 barrels over a 
singie day, so that with 32,000,000 barrels in 
stock the trade has a heavy burden to bear.

BURNING KEROSENE. 
Fall of a Twelve-Ligcht Chandelier in 


a Church During Services — Several 
Persons Seriously Burned and Others

Greensporo, N. C., Oct. 18.—While the 
usual Wednesday night services were going 
on in the Roxboro Baptist Church, which 
was crowded, the immense chandelier, hold- 
me twelve large kerosene lamps and sus- 
pended from the ceiling, broke and fell in 
the midst of the congregation. As the chan- 
delier fell the lamps were overturned and 
spread hissing sheets of fire in every di- 
rection, and in an instant the church and 
many of the congregation were in flames, 
and others were stifled by the black oil 
smoke which quickly filled the building. 
Men, women, and children were soon 
crowded together in one huddling mass, all 
panic stricken. The minister was among the 
first to recover his presence of mind, and he 
at once called to the deacons to preserve 
order and persuade the congregation to be 
calm. This had the desired effect, and as 
soon as the minister, who fortunately had a 
stentorian voice, shouted the names of the 
different church officers present, they began 
at once to break open the doors and windows, 
and organized to remove the women and 
children. The church, which is a large 
frame building without galleries, had 
four doors and large windows on 
each side, and fortunately. was not 
raised high above the ground. The congtre- 
gation were therefore enabled to get out 
without delay. Several ladies and an old 
gentleman were badly injured by the falling 
chandelier. Numbers of others were burned 
by the oil, but up to this hour no death is re- 
ported, but it is feared that four of those 
present, all young iadies, will die from the 
flames, which the physicians fear they swal-

Foretelling Frosts. 
New York Times. 

An unpretentious but very useful little pub- 
lication just issued from the Signal Service Office 
is that known as No. III. of the Notes, which 
bas been prepared by Lieut.

Such persons as live in piaces not reached by 
the warning bulietins of the signal service. In 
determining whether a frost may be expecwd 
Use is made of the well-known — and wet buib 
bygrometer, which consists simply of two stim- 
liar therinometers, one of which has its bulb 
covered witha vit of muslin kept constantly 
moistened by being connected with a cup of rain 
ordistilied water by means of u few threads of 
rum cotton or a oarrow slip of muslin. The 
Gryer the air the greater the evaporation 
ih the wet musiin, and the lower the read- 
ou the scale attached to the wet-bulb ther- 
mometer. This reading is subtracted from the 
Peading of the other thermometer, and the dif- 
nee is nade use of, by reference to the table 
prepared for this purpose, in determining the 
point, The dew-point indicates about the 
lowest temperature which will be reached dur- 
ing the night under ordinary circumstances. 
When the air is cooled down to tbis poiot dew is 
deposited. and the latent heat given out arrests 
a further decline in temperature. When the 
air becomes warmer the loss of beat by radi- 
ation from the piant and other surfaces speedily 
Covis it, and the temperature, therefore. oscil- 
lates about the dew-point.

COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were rather less 
active yesterday and irregular. Grain was gen- 
erally stronger, after an early dash of weakness. 
Provisions were very weak early in the day, and 
partly recovered; they declined chiefly because 
they are coming in better than was expected. 

Provisious were moderately active, mostly in 
a local way, and ranged materially tower. There 
was little change in the tone of foreign advices, 
and the local hog market 
steady; but the arrivais’ “were” 
more numerous than many had antici- 
pated, and the hogs were understood 
to exhibita marked improvement in quality. 
The iatter fact weighed most beavily on the 
minds of operators, and the weight bore most 
on the near futures. October pork sold down 
about 40c, and reacted 12%c. November pork 
declined 40e, and reacted 17\c. The longer pork 
futures fel off 22440, anc reacted l0c, May being 
at one time relatively strong, with changes 
from January at Be premium. Lard declined 
7 le per 100 lbs, and closed easy at a reduc- 
tion of 10c on the year and 5c on November and 
January. Meats were irreguiarly weak on the 
longer futures, but closed firmer for this month. 
The market for pork was hammered 
early by parties who tried to buy 
on the first call, but found little 
on sale. After that the general market was 
weakened by the report that 20,000 bogs had 
been received for the day, and was apparently 
sustained only by the strength in corn. The 
afternoon feeling was steady, except that spot 
pork was bigher. 

Fiour was more active under a better local 
demand, with more wanted by Eastern buyers, 
and a moderate inquiry fer export, the latter 
being, however, restricted by limits below the 
views of holders. Stocks of desirabie flours 
are understood to have been much reduced by 
the recent liberal buying. Other milistuffs were 
urm. 

Wheat was rather quiet, but firmer. The 
market for futures advanced about Yc, and 
closed %@%c above the latest prices of Tuesday. 
The British markets were called quiet, but 3@6d 
per guagter bigher, on cargoes to arrive, while 
our ret were smaller, but with very light 
shipments. The market was unsettied early, 
and turned up with free buying for December 
bya Milwaukee firm, with some fears of a 
squeeze brewing for the last month iu the year, 
became rather weak when it was reported that 
the visible supply is estimated to have increased 
about 1,000,000 bu during last week, and strength- 
ened afterwards in sympathy withcorn. There 
was a moderate demand for car lots at Tues- 
day’s prices; but buyers were unwilling to pay 
an advance except for No.2 spring, which was 
taken toapply on November contracts. The 
afternoon tone was steady and firm. 

Corp was active and generally strong, advan- 
cing aboutle onall futures except May, and 
closing at the top. Liverpool and London were 
reported quiet, and our receipts by rail were a 
little larger than those of the previous day. But 
the weather was moist out West, and it was re- 
ported that our visible supply had decreased 
pearly another million bu during last week, 
stock in store here was believed to be less thau 
half what is officially reported, and other poiuts 
were said to be bare. There was a better sbip- 
ping demand than tne previous day, but buy- 
ers advanced their bids slowly. The mar- 
ket was strong early on out- 
side buying orders; then fell back 
a littl, as one or two local operators 
offered to sell big blocks, and reacted when it 
was suspected that they had tried to bear the 
market as @<pieliminary to buying, and the 
wires b of the above noted decrease 
iu the visible St. Louis parties filled in 
a good ma u spite of the car-load of 
No. 2recei and outside of that the 
trading w fecal, being mostly for the 
yearand May. ing on the afternoon call 
was very active on the long futures, with little 
change in prices. 

Oats were active and lalke higher for spot 
and seller the month, while the deferred futures 
were le better than the closing prices of 
Tuesday. There was an active demand for spot 
and October, the latter selling at the close even 
with the former. This demand was from parties 
believed to be long in October oats, and had its 
natural effect. No. 2 spot sold at e. and 
October at 344@35%0, both closing at the out- 
side, or le higher for the former and Ike higher 
tor the latter. Seller November ranged at 88 
34\c, closing at 84%. or lc higher than the ciose 
of Tuesday. No. 2 white was nominal at 38c, and 
rejected sold at Me. Samples were in demand 
and higher. 

Rye was quiet and firm, with little disposition 
on the part of holders to operate. No. 2 spot 
sold in a small way at 50, with October salable 
at 500. For November doe was bid, and De- 
cember and the year were quotabje at 62c and 500 
respectively. No. 2 samples on track solid at 600. 

Barley was guiet and steady, with hardly 
enough cash trading reported to establish a

Broom-corn is coming ip freely and prices are 
Steady at quotations. Green fruits were active, 
peaches selling down somewhat on account of 
unexpected increased receipts. Grapes were 
plenty and a trifle easier. Others unchanged. 
In drugs and chemicals we note a decline of 100 
per ounce in quinine, the other \stapies holding 
Steady. Hides show no improvement over the 
dull condition which has e for the past 
mouth. Tanners continue to buy sparingiy. 
Potatoes are firmer, selling at a range of 40000 
per bu by the car lot for fair to choice. Hay 
continued steady. In seeds timothy was steady 
at $1.57@1.58 for prime. Flaxseed was tirm at 
$1.17%. Clover-seed was quotable at $5.50@5.55 
for prime, fancy selling at $5.95. 

It is noteworthy that wheat is now being de- 
livered rather freely in this city on year con- 
tracts. The year bas been at the same price as 
the current month for several days past. Rath- 
er free deliveries have been made for this 
month, and the trade is somewhat nonplussed 
by the fact, some suspecting it to be a move to 
keep the market down in order to permit specu- 
lative buying at relatively low prices. 

Another eommittee has been called. This 

time it is on September wheat. This may yet be 
remembered as the great ——— year as weil 
as the great comet year. 
@They said yesterday that St. ** bad re- 
ceived a car-load of corn which graded No. 2.

It is now reported on the best authority that 
the Central Elevators in this city had 53,000 bu 
less of cornin store last Saturday night than 
the Registrar reported. That makes a shortage 
of 180,000 bu, and only two warehouse firms 
heard from, ‘That is, the stocks in store are cer- 
tainly much less than half the 305,365 bu reported 
by the official statement. The big piece of red 
tape which stretches all the way from Spring- 
field to Chicago is much too long—ino getting at 
the facts which commercial men are supposed 
to want to know. 

Toledo was yesterday reported to have only 
13,000 bu of corn in store, and New York parties 
estimated that the total visibie supply decreased 
nearly 1,000,000 bu last weck. leaving us now 
with barely 5,000,000 bu in sight. That quantity 
is a mere flea bite with so little coming forward 
each day. The East is reported to be bare of 
corn. There is room for receipts from the new 


crop, and uot much reason to be afraid of it—for 
the present anyhow. 


The Sunday-school class was buying corn yes- 
terday. Hutchinson took about 1,000,000 bu for 
May on the afternoon cail.

A Little Getter inquiry Yester- 
day for Vessels to Carry 
Grain.

A Steadily Increasing Demand for Ves- 
sols to Carry Iron-Ore to Lake 
Erie Ports.

Lake Freights. 

There was a fittle better inquiry yesterday 
from shippers of grain for vessel- room than on 
Tuesday, but carrying rates were weak at 2% 
cents a bushel on corn and 2% cents on wheat to 
Butt alo and 2 cents on corn to Collingwood, the 
only two points for which carriers were wanted. 
The room taken was about equally divided be- 
tween wheat and corn. Most vessel- owners are 
disgusted at the situation, and, while some of 
them will hang out and keep their vessels 
in commission until the close of navi- 
gation, the vast majority will put 
their crafts in winter quarters as soon 
as they arrive at their destinations. Tbree 
causes have operated this season to cause dull- 
ness and jow carrying rates. The first one was 
the early opening of navigation fully six weeks 
before the usual time; the second. tne small 
amount of grain in store tor shipment, and the 
high prices at which it was beid, caused by the 
various coruers manipulated by speculators; 
and the tbird, a greater amount of tonnage than 
the needs of shippers warranted. Another cause 
may also be rightfuliy mentioned. The mild 
weatner of last winter caused a very large stock 
of coal to be left over both bere and at Mi- 
waukee, and as a consequence shippers were in 
a condition to tight against the demands of 
carriers for anything like last season's carrying 
rates. The best rate paid on coal from Buffalo to 
this port this season has been 6 cents. This 
time last season the rate was 61.01.78; and at 
the present time tne rate is only 7 cents a ton. 
All these things considered, it is no wonder that 
vesselmeu are impatiently awngiting the close of 
navigation. They have made no money, und 
many have fallen into debt. Yesterday's en- 
gugements comprised the following vessels:

There was but very little inquiry yesterday for 
vessels to bring lumberto this port, and the 
numberof charters made was meagre. Should 
yesterday's duliness continue the balance of 
this week it will have the elfect to cause the lay- 
ing up of a pumberof vessels, the owners of 
which have kept them in commission in the vain 
bope that there would be an improvement in the 
demand for carriers, and consequently better 
rates. This hope has about vanished, and own- 
ers of lumber-carrying vessels, like the owners 
of grain-carriers, are unxiousiy waiting for the 
close of navigation.

The following was received from Washington 
last night, and without some explanation would 
lead people to believe that the tugmen of Chi- 
cago are a set of men worse than savages. Last 
Sunday aman hired a row boat on the inke 
front and pulied out to the Government break- 
water. The wind was blowing fresh, and the 
skif capsized and the man drowned in sight of 
many people on the breakwater. Their cries 
attracted the attention of tho Captain of a tug 
out in the lake, but before tne tug got 
ia bearing distance the unfortunate 
man had sank out of sight, and the 
tug was turned around and put out inte 
the lake aguin. This is all the foundation there 
is for mo screed of the Supervising Inspector- 
General. No braver or more humane men live 
than the mucu- abused tugmen. Hardly a week 
passes but some one of them at the risk of bis 
own life rescues peopie from drowning in the 
river, mention of which is seldom made. Eren 
if the law did impose a fine of $500 (which it does 
not) for taking a drowning person on board, 
there is not a tugman at this port but would risk 
the penalty to save a human life. No paper in 
this city ever accused them of refusing to save 
a drowning person, and the article in a morn ing 
contemporary, to which the Supervising lu- 
spector-General evidently refers, was either 
er pte in „ en. or totally misconstrued:

PRESBYTERIANISM. 


First Session of the Consolidated 
Presbyterian Synod of 
Illinois. 

The Rev. Dr. Patterson Gives a 
History of the Church in 
This State. 


Election of Permanent Officers—Reports of 
Committees The Subject of For- 
eign Missions. 


Special Dispatch to The Chitago Tribune. 

Sri. p, III., Oct. 18.— The first ses- 
sion of the Presbyteriau Synod of Lilinois, 
consisting of a consolidation of the three 
synods into which the church in this State 
has heretofore been ‘divided, convened at the 
Second Presbyterian Church in this city to- 
day. The usual opening sermon was dellv- 
ered last evening by the Moderator, the Kev. 
Dr. R. W. Patterson, of Chicago, in which 
that eminent divine considered the founda- 
tion and organization of the church. After 
reviewing the work of the Aposties and the 
progress of the church through the various 
stages of its development down to the pres- 
ent time, and setting forth in clear and forcl- 
ble terms the several doctrines taught, Dr. 
Patterson concluded with the following in- 
teresting sketch of the history and prog- 
ress of 

THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN ILLINOIS: 

Today we assembie for the Grst time asa re- 
united synod, three synods reduced to one. This 
is another step the mode ot which some of us 
may not have approved, but the significance of 
which deserves to be pondered, As a church. we 
bave beretofore proceeded od the theory of a 
rigid organic unity, extending from the north- 
ern to the southern limit of our nationality and 
Every ques- 
tion arising in each individual church was liable 
to be carried to the supreme court of the whole 


cburecb for ultimate settiement, 

Forty-uve years ago that wise father in the 
church, Dr. Archibald Alexander, made a formal 
proposition tor the establishment of five or six 
provineini assembiles, edcbh having ultimate Ju- 
risdiction in relation to many practical ques- 
tiors. The proposition was nit then approved, 
but a step toward its realization has sow been 
taken. It is the theory of this recent action that 
all cases of discipline not involving doctrinal or 
constitutional questions sball be terminated iu 
the synod of each Stute. This is 
AN IMPORTANT MODIFICATION OF OUR 

FORMER THEORY 

of National organic unity in the direction of the 
provincial organic unity, which has been set 
forth in this discourse. It has in it a seed of the 
true doctrine of Christian union and liberty, 
which is destined to grow and bring forth viessed 
fruits in the years to come. Let these bare bints 
suffice while we are treading on the borders of 
this wreut subject. 

ok back today and remember witb personal 
interust the successive steps in the history 
which we have made and this which we have 
passed since there was but ene synod in the 
State of Uifineis. I ook beyond chat time to a 
preceding period, When the cue synod of Indi- 
sua embraced Lilindis and Missouri. In 1851 the 
Synod of Ihinois was constituted by order of the 
embracing three presby- 
tertes in Inos and one in Missouri. This con- 
tinued to be the only synod in this state until 
the year 1S, woen, in the great rupture of our 
chureb at iarge, it was dividedinto two Synods 
ot Illinois, the eve adbecring to the General As- 
sembly (old style) and the otherto the General 
Assembly (mew style). in I85 the Synod 
ot Peoria was set otf from the Synod of 
lilinois (new style); and in 1°56 the Synod of 
Chicago jold style) was organized by the assem- 
biy, thus making four syueds in the State—two 
of each bruncu of the caurch. In to, when the 
reunion was fully consummated, the synods 
were reconstructed by the estabiishments of the 
Synods ot Illinois, South, Central, and North. A 
year ago last May. at the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in Butfulo, returns were received 
from a majority of the presbyteries, showing 
that they bad adopted overtures providing 
ANOTHER RECONSTRUCTION OF THE SY NODS, 
by which State lines were to be, in general, the 
boundaries of sywods, and for the termination 
witb the synods of all appeal in cases not in- 
volving dectrive or constitutional questions. 
By that assembiy the three synods of Lii:nois 
were consolidated into one synod, and directed 
to men@in this city at the present time; and in 
pursuance of that order we are now assembled 
here. Tous we are again the ove Synod of Un- 
nois, after a separation of forty-four years. 
During this period we have increased from six 
presbyteries, about torty histers, fifty-five 
churenes, and sixteen or grenteen buudred 
members. to eleven presbyt?ries, 401 ministers, 
478 coureves. and 42,068 communicants, 

I look back again, to-day, from gur position 
of enlargement and hope, tu the early begin- 
nings of our church iu this State, and cali to 
mind the few iaborers and the small numberof 
churches On this teld with the period of my 
own remembrance. I shall be pardoned for re- 
calling trom personal recollections sume of the 
pioneer ministers, who preached in my own 
county of Boud. and neighborhved of Bethel, 
from 1822 to 18%. while the churches of this 
State were still voeder the care of the Presbytery 
of Missouri. The first of these was the Rev. 
Salmon Gidd.nes, who came tothe West from 
Connecticut in 1516, and commenced his labors 
in St. Lous in 18. He was the lather of seven 
churches which be Organized from 1819 to 1883. 
including that of Bethel. Bond County, with 
which my own family were connected. Ire- 
member also 


THE VIsIT OF THE MISSIONARIES, 
Oren Catlin, from New York, and Danie! G. 
Sprague, from Coneaecticut, who preached sev- 


ral of Ube sermons which 1 beard in 1823, one 


of the texts being still fresh in memory. The 
year before the mission of these brechoren. 1822, 
the Rev. Abraham Wiiliamsgou labored several 
months in the churches of Edwardsville, Kas- 
Kuskia, and Sbhoul Creek. the last of wle, ut 
that time, embraced the membership after- 
wards set off in the Bethel courch. Meworable 
wmmong the fathers of Presbyterinnism, dura 
this period, whom it wus iny privilege to hear, 
were the Kev. Thomas Lippencoit, C. L. Wat- 
son, Dr. W. 8. Potts of St. Loufs, John M. Ellie, 
one Of the first projectors of [linois College. 
Solomon Hurdy, and especiaily Benjamin F. and 
Thovuis A. Spilman. whose effictent work in 
Southern Lilinuis will never be forgotten. Those 
were the years of our eceiesiastical iutancy and 
childhood. Our churebes were speeuily muiti- 
plied northward aud were served by sucha hon- 
ored fathers in the ministry as John G. Bergen, 
Theron Buldwin, Arastus Kent. Augustus T. 
Norton, aud Albert Hale, the last of whom still 
reinains und labors among us.“

and we must not despise the intervening days 
of division and strife, which were essential to 
our morub and spirituai culture, and constituted 
an era vi disvipline, during which we bave, 1 
trust, learned great lessons, which we shall car- 
ry with us into our ecciesidstical future as the 
seeds vt a brouder charity, a vealthier growth, 
and a steadicr movement towurds that Christian 
unity and safe cooperation which is to prepare

It was de- 
cided that all overtures and resolutions upon 
this subject should be referred to this com- 
mittee, and that its report should be the first 
order for tomorrow morning. The deter- 
mining of this matter ot the ratio of repre- 
sentation is the most impertant question to 
be settled at this session. Heretofore the 
synods have virtually been mass-meetings. 
everybody beme entitled to membership; 
but now that the three syuods have been con- 
solidated this system would make the body 
too large and cumbersome. Hence the neces- 
sity of deciding whether to continue the old 
system or to make the synod a representa- 
tive body, and, if so, what the ratio of repre- 
sentation shall be. 

AT THE AFTERNOON SESSION 
it was decided to devote tomorrow evening 
to the consideration of the cause of home 
missions. ODdjeetions were made by several 
delegates to the stereotype. plan of having 
these meetings consist simply of set speeches 
by a few Speakers, in which but little inter- 


| est is usually taken, and, as a result of the 


discussion, the arrangements for the meet- 
ing were left to a special committee 

The committee of the Synod South which 
attended the commencement exercises of 
Blackburn University at Carlinville submit

Ubjections were made to the adoption of 
this report by the Rev. R. C. Galbreath, who 
called altention to the commencement speech- 
es published in the Blackburnian. He 
stated that this paper bore the names of the 
faculty, and yet contained three speeches 
settiag forth the rankest views of infidelity.

Mr, Galbreath said that these objectionable 
speeches presented what is called the ail- 
vanced thought of the day in the direction 
of scientitic infidelity. and, appearing in the 
college paper, indorsed’ by the faculty, the 
specches were looked Qpon as a result of 
the teachings of the instfiution. 

Dr, Hurd expiained the paper was not 
conducted or indorsed by the faculty, whose 
names simply appeared in an advertisement. 

When the question of adopting the 

SOMEWHAT EXUBERANT REPORT 
of this committee was finally reached it was 
found to be, as Herrick Johnson expressed it, 
one of considerable delicacy, the difficulty 
being to indurse the institution without ap- 
proving the delivery of these speeches, while 
the institution would be injured by a refusal 
to adopt the report.

Dr. Diusmore explained that the accused

The presbytery was satistied with this ex- 
planation, and therefore stayed the prosecu- 
tion.

The La Salle Street Tunnel 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Permit me through tne col- 
umus of THe TRIBUNE to call the attention of 
the proper authorities to the dangerous condi- 
tion of the steps at the south entrance to the 
lootway of th@g La Salle street tunnel. 

Wen that part of the street was repaved late- 
ly the upper step of the stairway leading into 
the tunnel was cut down to a width of only a 
lew inches, and lett an inch or two below the 
level of the street pavement. 

ihe result is that persons entering the tunnel, 
especially t in baste, are almost sure to stip or 
trip on the upper step. and tind it very dilficuit 
to save themselves from falling, as the upper 
ture or tour steps are quite narrow.
